County Board backs new tax on liquor, beer

Threats of liquor store closings in 


Cook County failed Tuesday to sway 
the County Board, which endorsed a 
now tax on liquor, beer and wine. 


The board met as a finance com- 


mlUoc-oMhc-whole to hear testimony 
from Industry spokesmen and others 
during a 4Jj-hour public hearing, and 


then endorsed the tax by a vote of 11- 
2. 


Howard Schwarzbach, president of 


the Illinois Liquor Stores Assn., said 
he would close the Arlington Heights 
outlet of his Famous Liquors chain if 
the ordinance is adopted, because It is 
only three miles from Lake County in 
a "price-conscious area." 


County Board Pres. George Dunne, 


who proposed the tax, said he did not 
believe industry charges that shop- 
pers would cross county lines to avoid 
a 20-cent charge on a fifth of liquor. 


The tax, which still must be ap- 


proved at a regular meeting of the 
County Board, would tax liquor at $1 
a. gallon, beer at 4 cents per gallon, 


and wine at 12 or 30 cents per gallon, 
depending on alcohol content. 


"IT'S A PENNY on a quart of beer. 


People who can't afford that, they 
can't afford to drink," Dunne said. He 
called the tax "the least distasteful" 
way to raise money. 


Angered by the liquor Interests' ac- 


cusations, Dunne said alcohol causes 


more than drunk driving. "I don't 
know of anything that has a more hor- 
rendous effect on humanity than alco- 
hol when handled improperly, and 
very few of us handle it properly." 


The law as adopted by the com- 


mittee includes some changes from 
Dunne's original proposal. In final

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S. Vietnam surrenders 


SAIGON (UPI) - South Vietnam 


surrendered Wednesday to the Com- 
unUts and ended the war. 


President Dunns Van Minn an- 


nounced the surrender hours after the 
United Slates pulled out of Vietnam, 
where It spent M years, $150 billion 
and more than 30,000 lives trying to 
atop a Communist takeover. 


Minh told government soldiers to 


stop fighting. 


The hasty helicopter lift hauled 


some 000 Americans from the country 
to waiting vessels in the South China 
Sea. The Stars and Stripes were 
pulled down at the U.S. embassy and 
officially ended the U.S. presence — 
one of the major Communist demands 
before peace talks could start. 


Left behind were a handful of 


Americans, including newsmen, who 
elected to stay. 


Minli's 
announcement ended 35 


years of fighting in South Vietnam 
Hint began when the Japanese in- 
vaded Indochina in 1WO. After World 
War II, the fighting continued with 
Communists battling the French and 
later the American-backed govern- 
ment of South Vietnam. 


President Ford said Marine helicop- 


ters escorted by F4 Phantom jets 
evacuated all Americans who wanted 
to leave — about 900 of them — and 
that the pullout was successful, "clos- 
ing a chapter" on U.S. involvement in 
Indochina. 


Saigon's surrender came 12 days af- 


ter Cambodia fell to the pro-Commu- 
nist Khmer Rouge rebels. 


The beginning of the end for South 


Vietnam was the government's deci- 
sion in mid-March to abandon prov- 
inces in the Central Highlands. Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese forces 
swept in and gained momentum that 
quickly carried them across the north- 
ern two-thirds of the country. 


At the time of the surrender, Com- 


munist forces held three-fourths of 
South Vietnam and 23 of the country's 
44 provinces, and had Saigon itself ail 
but surrounded with an estimated 
150,000 troops with tanks, artillery and 
rockets. 


The heaviest Communist attack of 


the war on Saigon's Tan Son Nhut air 
base early Tuesday killed two U.S. 
Marines and prompted President 
Ford to decide on "Option 4" — a 
quick and massive helicopter evac- 


uation of all remaining official Ameri- 
cans from Vietnam. 


Minh, who had asked the Americans 


to leave, addressed his country for 60 
seconds Wednesday, lie told his 
troops to lay down their arms and 
asked the Viet Cong to begin dis- 
cussions for what he called "turnover 
ceremonies." 


"All soldiers, be calm and remain 


where you arc now," said the presi- 
dent. 


"I also call on soldiers not to open 


fire so that together we can discuss 
ways to hand over the reins of govern- 
ment without bloodshed." 


Minh proposed the formation of a 


new military and civilian adminis- 
tration. 


"In the interest of peace, national 


conciliation and concord of the people, 


I believe deeply in conciliation among 
the Vietnamese people," Minh said. 


"Therefore, I call on all the soldiers 


of the Republic of Vietnam to stay 
where you are. "We also call on the 
soldiers of the Provisional Revolution- 
ary government (Viet Cong) not to 
open fire because we here arc waiting 
to meet with the government of the 
PRG to discuss the turnover of the 
administration, both civilian and mili- 
tary, without causing senseless blood- 
shed to the people." 


Minutes after the Americans aban- 


doned the U.S. embassy, Vietnamese 
broke inside and looted the fortress- 
like building, carting off "anything 
that wasn't nailed down," then burned 
the building, said UPI Correspondent 
Alan Daw-son, one of those who elect- 
ed to stay. 


As Minh spoke there was other loot- 


ing in the downtown area, and sol- 
diers fired over the heads of crowds, 
creating more panic. 


A few more people appeared to 


brave the around-the-clock curfew 
minutes after the announcement. But 
shellfire continued and there was spo- 
radic small armsfire In the heart of 
the city after the president's brief ad- 
dress. 


Minh spoke as Communist forces 


fought toward the very center of the 
city. 


By mid-morning Saigon had seemed 


to be in a state of panic and imminent 
collapse. 


Police were ordered to raise white 


flags over their stations. Around the 
e m b a s s y , some Vietnamese still

"Wo still believe certain facilities 


arc still needed at each school to pro- 
vide equal educational opportunities, 
In areas such as girls' athletics, sci- 
ence and swimming pools," said 
James Stoll, committee chairman. 
"But now the board and adminis- 
tration Is faced with he serious prob- 
lem of how to adjust to rapidly declin- 
ing population." 


Stoll said the committee will go to 


tho board of education May 12 to "in- 
dicate our position." 


"WE HAVE TO assume some popu- 


lation adjustments could be made," 
Stoll said. Those adjustments could in- 
clude the closing of one or more 
schools. 


"Whatever Is left when the board 


makes that decision, we feel those 
schools should have what we have de- 
termined to bo facilities needed far 
equal educational opportunities," Stoll 
said. 


Stoll said a building Improvements 


referendum might be tried in the fall, 
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but it would be substantially less than 
the rough $24-mlllion recommenda- 
tion the citizens made to the board 
early this year. 


' ' T h o s e recommendations were 


made figuring on eight buildings with 
2,500 students per building," he said. 
With that many students there were 
apparent shortcomings in some build- 
ings, but now that's changed, Stoll 
sold. "We recognize all schools won't 
have 2,500 students now." 


THE DISTRICT Monday announced 


latest attendance projections for the 
next eight years which forecast a 22 
per cent drop in district enrollment by 
the 1082-83 school year. Present en- 
rollment of 19,455 students Is expected 
to drop to 15,325 by then. 


Several schools will be hit with sev- 


ere student loss under present bound- 
aries. Arlington High School is pro- 
jected to drop from Its present 2,350 
students to 1,345 students in 1982-83, a 
43 per cent reduction. Prospect High 
School Is projected to drop from 2,380 
students to 1,575, a 34 per cent drop. 


The board Monday called for a long- 


range study of district enrollment 
which will include investigation of the 
possibility of closing one or more 
schools or complete redrawing of dis- 
trict attendance boundaries.

Suburbanites relieved that U.S. is finally ending its involvement 
in Vietnam War; reject view that we let Vietnamese people down

"We should never have been there In the first 


place." 


Like Monday morning quarterbacks, people inter- 


viewed throughout the Northwest suburbs Tuesday 
reacted to the Impending fall of South Vietnam. 


Most were relieved that the 14-year undeclared 


war finally was over for the Americans. Few be- 
lieved the United States had failed to live up to its 
promises. Nearly all said it had been a waste. 


"It's been like hopeless all along," said Barbara 


Hardt of Des Flames. She said the purpose of 
American involvement was to "help them so they 
could run the country themselves. But what has it 
been —15 or 20 years? It's sad." 


Teron Maddox of south suburban Dolton said the 


Communist takeover of South Vietnam was inevi- 
table. "I think they would have taken over anyway. 
It's been a waste of time," he said. 


Others talked about the waste of American lives. 


"We lost 50,000 boys. That's enough of an'obliga- 
tion," said John Zvonar of Arlington Heights, re- 
jecting any.thought that the United States let the 
Vietnamese people down. 


"We should have never gotten in," Zvonar said. 


"We've got nothing over there." 


CHARLES CAUFAL of Lake Geneva had two sons 


stationed In Vietnam. They are currently putting up 
the refugee tent camps on Guam. 


"They ought to have done that 10 years ago," 


Caufal said when informed that all Americans final- 
ly had left Vietnam. "I wish it would have been 


over before." 


Some people talked about the waste of American 


money which amounted to $150 billion. "I think pos- 
sibly that Congress got tired of paying the bills," 
said E. R. DeMott of Mount Prospect. "The water 
bucket has been running for so long. It's about time 
it stopped." 


Even those who said they feared "the Communist 


tide" said they were glad to be out of Vietnam. 
"I'm an old-line American. Anything to stem Com- 
munism," said a man from Chicago who wished to 
remain anonymous. He said, however, that he is not 
sure the Vietnam war was fought to stop Commu- 
nism. 


"Maybe it is just to keep industry going and our 


way of life," he said. 


TERRI TATE, a young Mount Prospect woman, 


said she feels no personal responsibility for the 
Vietnamese. "I didn't make the Vietnamese people 
any promises," she said. "The promises were made 
by somebody else than me without my permission." 


Dolores Kowalczyk of Arlington Heights said the 


Americans put forth more effort than the South 
Vietnamese, and therefore can't be criticized for 
pulling out. "It would seem we did more than they 
did," she said. 


Many of the people at Randhurst Shopping Cen- 


ter, in downtown Arlington Heights and downtown 
Mount Prospect, said they had-been against the 
Vietnam war from the start. John Esbrook of Mil- 
ford, Mich., was one of the few to admit an 'anti-war 
conversion about 3& years ago.

Voters April 1 
approved tho library's proposal to sell $720,000 in bonds, but re- 
jected companion proposals to issue $2.68 million in bonds for 
expansion and to raise the tax levy from 23 to 40 cents per $100 
assessed valuation. Richard Frisble, library board president, Tues- 
day said that voters "obviously didn't grasp the whole situation if 
they pass a book bond and don't provide space to put the books in." 
He suggested the library board try for another referendum in Octo- 
ber. 


Hoffman Estates lax hike seen 


Hoffman Estates taxpayers will face a property tax Increase next 


year unless major new sources of revenue develop. "We are well- 
assured that there will be a tax increase," Village Pros. Virginia 
Hnytcr said Tuesday. "How substantial It will be has yet to be 
seen. We have to be honest." she said. "We've done the best we 
could, and we've tried to put the emphasis where wo thought people 
wanted it." The village's tax rate of 77 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation has no been ralsd for tho past five years. Tho increase 
was predicted in the wake of passage Monday of the 1975-76 fiscal 
budget, a record ncar-sc million package.. 


Motor racing meeting 


Arlington Heights' Environmental Control Commission will hold a 


special meeting tonight to consider a state proposal to exempt 
motor racing, including motorcycles, from present nolso pollution 
standards. If the noise regulations arc removed, some commission 
members fear it could become an incentive for motorcycle, or even 
auto racing at Arlington Park Race Track. Commission members 
are expected to ask tho village board for authority to represent tho 
Village of Arllngtnn Heights Mny 7 at an Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency hearing on tho proposed exemption. In Septem- 
ber 1971, one night of professional motor cycle racing at Arlington 
Park brought numerous complaints from residents about tho lights, 
noise and dust from the event. Tho village board ultimately voted 
not to approve special use permits for any motorcycle races at 
Arlington Park, and no other races were ever proposed. 


Get sewage answers: Crane 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, told Northwest suburban mu- 


nicipal officials that the quickest way to cose area sewage treat- 
ment problems would be to help DCS Plnlnes get answers to Its 
questions about the proposed O'llare Water Reclamation Plant. 
Crane, in a letter, told officials of Arlington Heights, Elk Grove 
Village and Mount Prospect that unless DCS Plaines officials re- 
celvo answers to their questions about tho environmental impact of 
tho proposed plant, legal action taken by tho city could drag on. "If 
these proceedings arc continued, long delays In relief would be the 
result, much to the detriment of the entire area," Crane said, DCS 
Plaines has opposed the sewage plant, proposed at Elmhurst Road 
and Oakton Street, while other communities have supported It.

A driver testing-station site still Is 


being sought for the Northwest suburbs 
despite a decision to locate a major 
testing facility in Elgin. 


Norbert Johnson, executive assist- 


ant to Sec. of State Michael J. How- 
lett, Tuesday said ho is seeking a rent- 
al building to use as a local office and 
will advertise for possible locations. 


A deal for an office in Schaumburg 


was almost completed a few months 
ago at Weathersfield Commons shop- 
ping center, Johnson said, but the 
manager of the Jewel Food Store in 
the shopping center complained that 
his parking spaces might be filled by 
patrons at the testing station. The 


deal was then cancelled. 


JOHNSON SAID the proposed office 


could provide driver's license renew- 
als, title transfers, license plates and 
other services offered by the Secre- 
tary of State. Details will not be 
known until a site is found, Johnson 
said, but ho has not ruled out the pos- 
sibility of also providing driving tests. 


The Illinois Dcpt. of Transportation 


revealed in March that It planned to 
rent its Elgin offices to the Secretary 
of State's office after IDOT offices 
were moved to a new, eight-story 
Woodfleld Plaza building. Johnson 
said there is no firm commitment on 
thact deal, although ho is sure an ar- 
rangement will be worked out.

"That Elgin site is not now, nor is It 


intended, to serve as a .substitute for 
the Northwest suburbs," Johnson 
said. "We do have a desire to take 
care of the Northwest suburban area. 
This has never been any place but on 
the front burner." 


Johnson said he personally favored 


construction of a complete driver-test- 
ing facility and offices on a 40-acre 
site near Barrington Hills, "but the 
people were upset about it," he said. 
He added that Howlctt has no in- 
tention of putting the testing station 
someplace where it Isn't wanted by the 
local residents and businessmen. 


A PROPOSED 40-acre site in Pala- 


tine was also turned down a few years 
ago because soil samples indicated 
there could be,building problems. 


State Rep. Eugene Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, has criticized 
Howlctt's decision to use the Elgin site. 
He and State Rep. Donald Totten, 
R-Hoffman Estates, met with Howlett 
Monday to discuss the problems. 


Schlickman has supported proposals 


to construct a large facility in the 
Northwest suburbs since 1970, and 
sponsored legislation in 1972 that pro- 


Col. Duano Swimley of Schaumburg 


beat his wife many times, once caus- 
ing her to lose a baby In the sixth 
month of pregnancy, Marlene Swim- 
ley testified Tuesday in her murder- 
solicitation trial. 


The Schaumburg housewife told a 


Circuit Court jury the beating in July 
1968 sent her to the hospital in critical 
condition and prompted her later to 
begin divorce proceedings, which 
wero dropped. 


Mrs. Swimley recalled another in- 


cident when, during an argument, 
Swimley ripped open 28 stitches on 
her face — after she had undergone 
corrective surgery. 


"He beat me so many times, I can't 


remember each and every time," she 
said. 


IT WAS THE second day of cross- 


examination of Mrs. Swimloy, who 
had a deep frown on her face while on 
the stand and showed signs of exas- 
peration. Her testimony before Judge 
Marvin E. Aspen dosed out the de- 
fense's case. 


Mrs. Swimley is accused of solic- 


iting a man she believed to be a 
crime syndicate hit man to kill her 
husband of 12 years — who is a pilot 
in tho Illinois Air National Guard. She 
was arrested Jaa 2-1, 1974, after sho 
allegedly handed a $100 down pay- 
ment to an investigator posing as a 
bit man. 


At the end of Mrs. Swimley's testi- 


mony, defense attorney Louis Cartxv 
naro Jumped up and said he wanted to 


call Swimlcy to tho stand as a hostile 
witness. 


ASPEN RULED Swimley could not 


be considered a hostile witness, but 
said he would consider the request to- 
day if Carbonaro could provide legal 
background. 


Mrs. Swimley testified she never 


had seen a set of airplane tickets and 
a refund request letter, the state had 
submitted as evidence. Earlier testi- 
mony was that Mrs. Swimley had of- 
fered a 15-year-old boy on the West 
Coast two airline tickets to kill her 
husband. 


The refund check was made out to 


Mrs. M. Brown, which is Mrs. Swim- 
ley's maiden name, but it was ad- 
dressed to Joan Danz of Lombard, 
ono of her friends. Mrs. Swimley has 
contended throughout the trial sho 
could not identify the handwriting on 
various documents and her signatures 
because her husband had forged her 
name in the past. 


Mrs. Danz, as a rebuttal witness for 


the state, testified she never had re- 
ceived tho check and hadn't seen the 
letter before. 


MRS. 
DANZ also said there had 


been a land transaction to back a 
$25,000 loan she made to Mrs. Swim- 
ley about two weeks after her arrest. 
The transaction included her share of 
tho five acres of land where the 
Swimley homo is located, John De- 
Rose, an assistant state's attorney 
said. 


Tho prosecution is expected to pre- 


sent rebuttal witnesses today. 
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vided $5 million for a facility with 
complete testing and licensing capac- 
ity.

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The Vietnam tragedy—how last act unfolded 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary 


of Slato Henry A. Kissinger swallowed 
a plow of candy, picked up the tele- 
phone and was connected to President 
Ford In the second-floor family quar- 
ters of the White House. 


Ford listened a moment and then — 


14 years after American troops went 
Into Indochina by presidential order 
— ordered the evacuation of all Amer- 
icans remaining in Vietnam. It was 
about II p.m. Monday. 


Kissinger, at his desk in his corner 


office of the White House West Wing, 
then telephoned Defense Secretary 


James R. Schleslngcr and the Presi- 
dent's will was done. 


The last act of what Ford has called 


America's Vietnam tragedy began 
about 0:30 p.m. Monday in the Cabi- 
net Room where the President was 
meeting economic and energy ad- 
visers. 


Ford had been expecting word from 


Saigon that Communist military pres- 
sure on the South Vietnamese capital 
was ending the time left for evac- 
uating the remaining 940 Americans 
plus for larger numbers of South Viet- 
namese. 


He was seated at the Cabinet table, 


flanked by Commerce Secretary Ro- 
gers C. B. Morton and Federal Ener- 
gy Administrator Frank Zarb, when 
Lt. Gen. Brent Scowcroft slipped into 
the room with a piece of paper. 


Scowcroft is Ford's deputy national 


security affairs adviser. Ford un- 
folded the paper. 


The White House had just received 


details of the North Vietnamese heavy 
artillery assault on Saigon's Tan Son 
Nhut Airport. Ford nodded, refolded 
the paper and ended the meeting In 
which Vice President Nelson A. Rock- 


efeller and 12 others were advising 
him on whether to reimpose oil im- 
port fees. 


At 7:10 p.m. Ford walked from the 


Cabinet Room across the hall and into 
the Roosevelt Room where his Nation- 
al Security Council was assembling. 


Ford asked: had the time come 


for the final evacuation? 


Fifty-five minutes later, Ford 


emerged from the Roosevelt Room, 
talked with Kissinger and walked to 
his second-floor living quarters to 
have dinner with the First Lady. 


Kissinger's wife Nancy, in a full- 


length evening gown, arrived to take 
her husband to the theater. Kissinger 
shook his head. She noticed he was 
nibbling candy, a sure sign of Kissin- 
ger under stress. 


In the White House Situation Room, 


the most top-secret space in America, 
Scowcroft's aides gathered in the lat- 
est data from Saigon and charted it. 


"We should go with Option 4," Am- 


bassador Graham Martin told Kissin- 
ger. 


Option 4 on the President's list ef 


action choices called for a final heli- 
copter evacuation. 


Ford's chief of staff, Donald Rums- 


feld, his deputy, Richard Cheney, and 
John Marsh, head of Congressional re- 
lations for Ford, gathered in the West 
Wing along with Press Secretary Ron 
Ncssen and his deputy, Bill Greener. 
Then came Kissinger's 11 p.m. call to 
Ford and the President's decision. 


Ford, his decision made, walked to 


the West Wing and into the Situation 
Room. He and Kissinger were briefed 
on the moves. 


Ford neither smiled nor frowned. 


He thanked the briefers and walked 
back to his living quarters.

walled, evidently hoping helicopters 
would return for them. Among them 
was an American with his Vietnamese 
wife and children. 


THE DEPARTURE 
of Americans 


from South Vietnam, ordered by 
President Duong Van Minh, moots 
one of the Communists' major 
conditions for peace talks. 


The last Americans to leave the em- 


bassy aboard helicopters were a de- 
tachment of Marines who spent the 
night there as a security force. Corre- 
spondent Dawson said two huge hell- 
copters landed about 9 a.m. Saigon 
time to pick them up. 


Earlier, UPI Correspondent Leon 


Daniel — another who decided to stay 
— said more Vietnamese were wait- 
ing on rooftops around the city, 
apparently still hoping to board an 
evacuation flight. 


Daniel said heavy shelling contin-

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Ford announced Tuesday that helicop- 
ters had lifted the last Americans 
from Saigon in an evacuation that 
closed nearly two decades of costly 
U.S. involvement in a distant, unpopu- 
lar war. 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissin- 


ger said that since 3 a.m. Washington 
time 1,000 Americans and about 5,500 
South Vietnamese were taken out of 
South Vietnam in the emergency oper- 
ation he said resulted from secret ne- 
gotiations with the Russians and the 
North Vietnamese. 


In all, Kissinger said, some 56,000 


persons were evacuated when it be- 
came clear that tho Communists were 
about to take over control of all of 
South Vietnam. 


Ford, in a statement read by press 


secretary Ron Nessen, and Kissinger, 
in a somber news conference broad- 
cast to the nation, called upon Ameri- 
cans to close ranks, avoid bitterness, 
look to their common goals and let 
time heal wounds and history write 
judgments. 


Kissinger also: 
• Said ho feared Saigon may yet 


fall in a bloody street fight even 
though the South Vietnamese had 
yielded to every one of steadily esca- 
lating Communist demands — in- 
cluding their demand that tho Ameri- 
can presence be totally ended. 


• Disclosed a resumption of Ameri- 


can bombing was tho option prepared 


for President Richard M. Nixon in 
April 1973 when Communist violations 
of the accord were numerous. He said 
Nixon never made a decision but said 
the Watergate scandal limited Nixon's 
freedom of action. 


• Said former South Vietnamese 


President Nguyen Van Thieu would be 
granted political asylum in this coun- 
try if he seeks it. But there would be 
no U.S. recognition of a Saigon gov- 
ernment in exile, he said. 


• Revealed the Soviet Union gave 


"some help" in convincing the North 
Vietnamese not to fire missiles at the 


evacuation helicopters. In addition, in- 
direct contact was maintained in the 
last few weeks with tho Viet Cong and 
the North Vietnamese. 


• Accused Hanoi of steadily raising 


demands as a condition for not under- 
taking a direct assault on Saigon. As 
the South Vietnamese gave in to each 
set of demands, the Communists im- 
posed new conditions, he said, finally 
seeking nothing less than "n substan- 
tial political takeover." He did not use 
tho word "surrender." 


• Defended U.S. timing in the evac- 


uation. Earlier action, he said, could 
have caused panic, failure and col- 
lapse of the Saigon government. He 
said Ambassador Martin sought to do- 
lay leaving because he wanted to save 
as many lives as possible and "That's 
not a bad quality for a man to have." 


Obviously tired after an ordeal 


which he described as "a very painful 
experience," 
Kissinger 
answered 


questions a few minutes after Nessen 
announced the end of the evacuation. 
The news conference was delayed al- 
most five hours so that announcement 
could be made. 


McGovern joins refugee opposition 


The vanguard of thousands of adult 


South Vietnamese refugees arrived in 
California Tuesday to try to rebuild 
their war-shattered lives. They were 
met by growing calls from around the 
nation to pull in the U. S. welcome 
mat. 


As the work of readying a new 


home in America for the exiles contin- 
ued, criticism of the airlift grew from 
Americans worried about the impact 
of refugees in areas already hard hit 
by recession. 


Sen. George McGovern, D-S.D., said 


he Is opposed to large numbers of 
Vietnamese refugees being brought to 
the United States. 


"I am opposed to large numbers of 


Vietnamese coming," McGovern told 
a news conference in Columbus, Ohio. 
"Not only because I think it Is not in 
our interests. I don't think it is in 
their interest. I think the Vietnamese 
are better off in Vietnam, Including 
the orphans and the babies."

214 wrapup 
Bilingual program 
continues in 75-76 


The High School Dlst. 214 Donrd of Education has approved (lie 


continuation of the Wheeling High School bilingual program for the 
1073-76 school year at a cost not to exceed $49,583. 


The nctlon was subject to approval of the program by the Illinois 


Office of Education (ICO) and state financial support of the pro- 
gram of about $33,000. 


About 29 students, primarily Spanish speaking, are expected to 


enroll in the program next year. Though most of the students are 
expected to come from the Wheeling attendance area, the program 
Is open to any student In the district. 


Next year's program calls for the addition of a .second section 


Involving preschool children and another section for adults. 


The program this year cost about $10,000 with all but $14,000 paid 


for by the state. The sharp increase in cost was due to new budg- 
eting procedures now used by the state and district which include 
nil costs of the program. 


Services that were used last year as part of the program, such as 


counseling, were not included In the budget. 


FFWA* program lo continue 


The board approved continuation of the work experience and ca- 


reer exploration program at Forest View High School. 


Coil for the program is expected to be about $30,670. The pro- 


gram still must be approved by the State Board of Vocational 
Education and Rehabilitation. The state is expected to contribute 
about J9.500 toward the program. 


The program for 14-and 13-year-old students at Forest View, al- 


lows the students who find it difficult to function in a typical school 
setting, to work at a job outside the school for up to three hours per 
day. 


The program, which is expected to have about 30 students next 


year, is one of a limited number of such programs in the United 
Slates. 


Cosmetology program approved 


The board approved continuation of the district program in cos- 


metology at a cost not to exceed $34,125 for the 130 students ex- 
pected to participate in the program. 


Dist. 214 has a cooperative agreement with the Arlington Acade- 


my of Beauty Culture Inc. and .John and Louis Hairstylists, both of 
Arlington Heights and with the N'ortlmcst American School of 
Beauty Culture in DCS Plaines. 


The firms provide both theory and practical training in cosme- 


tology for district students during the two-year program. Students 
usually go on to obtain a Mate license. 


Students complete their high school requirements at their home 


school during the morning and attend beauty school in the after- 
noon In the program, which has operated in the district for the past 
six years 


Funds needed for 3 programs 
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Service panel asks $62,272 in '76 


The Elk Grove Village Community 


Service Board asked village officials 
Tuesday night for $62,272 in the fiscal 
1975-76 budget. 


The board asked for funds to start a 


youth outreach program, a prograim 
on mental health education and a pro- 
gram to study and make recommen- 
dations on future community service 
needs. 


The funds requested represent a 


$21,022 increase over what was budg- 
eted in 1974-75. 


TRUSTEE THEODOHE Staddler, 


chairman of the budget committee, 
said, however, that the request repre- 
sents a much larger Increase because 
the community service board did not 
spend all the funds budgeted for it 
this year. 


"What has been proposed arc things 


the community docs not now have," 
he said.

gram. The employe would work with 


students in the village's schools to 
"prevent problems before they oc- 
cur," Staddler said. 


The community service board also 


has asked for $9,000 for the mental 
health education program. The pro- 
gram would work with teachers, stu- 
dents and parents. 


Finally, the community service 


board has asked for $7,500 to study 
the needs of the village and make sug- 
gestions for new programs. The funds 
also would be used to set up pilot pro- 
grams.

Tlic decree issued in 1959, set 
the current 3,200-cubic-feet-per-second 
limit for the state diversion total. It 
also called .for Illinois to show ade- 
quate control of leakage into streams 
from the lake, a moderation of ex- 
cessive per-capita water use in some 
areas of the state, complete use of 
ground water resources, consideration 
of reservoirs for drinking water and a 
program to treat stormwater and re- 
turn it to the lake, Schink said. 


ILLINOIS CANNOT seek increased 


diversion unless those requirements in 
the decree are met, he told the sani- 
tary district board. 


Schink told the board the sanitary 


district presentation of its request for 
a 1,524-cubic-foot-per-second diversion 
will be justified on the basis that the 
district has little control over how 
much water it diverts. 


Of the more than 1,300 cubic feet 


per second the sanitary district cur- 
rently diverts from the lake, only 11 
arc discretionary, he said. 


Schink said increased stormwater 


runoff now takes up nearly 900 cubic 
feet of the district's current share. It 


Diversion requests 
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takes 320 cubic feet just to operate Uie 
river locks at Lockport and another 
100 cubic feet for navigational pur- 
poses. 


Of the total MSD usage, he said 


only the 11 cubic feet that the district 
lets enter the Chicago River to collect 
pollution along the Lake Michigan 
shoreline is not needed. 


BECAUSE ALL THE requests made 


by the 164 municipalities seeking wa- 
ter from the lake total more than 
4,000 cubic feet per second, it is ob- 
vious that not every community can 
have the total it requests, Schink said. 


"It's our position we don't have 


anything to give away. There's noth- 
ing we can do about rainfall, leaks 
when the locks operate or navigation- 
al water needs," he said. 


While Schink was calling for each 


community to paint an accurate pic- 
'ture of its needs and of groundwater 
availability, one municipal 
official 


who attended the MSD session argued 
such data may not be readily avail- 
able. 


Mary V. Woodland, a trustee of the 


village of Homewood, pointed out that 
even with studies by engineers the vil- 
lage can't measure the availability of 
future water without knowing the de- 
velopment plans of every other com- 
munity which takes water from tho 
same aquifer. 


"Urbanization in Elgin and in Ar- 


lington Heights has an effect on how 
much water is available for Home- 
wood," she said. Moreover, devel- 
opment in areas even further away 
which might hinder recharge of the 
aquifers would also affect the long- 
term picture, she said.

Northwest suburban MDs will join physicians 


from throughout state today in Springfield

Doctors from tlic Northwest suburbs 


will join doctors from around the 
stoto in Springfield today to lobby for 
passage of bills designed to curb mal- 
practice lawsuits.

A victim not satis- 
fied nith the panel's finding could take 
the case to trial.

and Josefa Montenegro, who were 
both graduate Journalists in pro-Cas- 
tro Cuba. He was a general manage? 
of a radio station and she was a 
teacher. Arriving in Chicago eight 
years ago after a one-year stay In 
Spain, tho couple worked in a factory 
before learning they met the cntera 
to teach at Berlitz. 


Berlitz instructors can only teach 


their native tongue in order to assure 
tho student will learn proper pronun- 
ciation, Kapulski said. Montenegro 
said he was slow in learning English 
because, despite his background, he 
studied to perfect his Spanish for two 
years after being hired by Berlitz. 


Montenegro told of an executive 


from Scars, Roebuck & Co. who 
worked in Madrid for two years and 
never learned Spanish. "Everyone 
around him spoke English," Monte- 
negro said. 


The company flew him back to Chi- 


cago for two weeks and the executive 
went into the total immersion pro- 
gram at Berlitz's school in Hinsdale. 
He could speak Spanish when he re- 
turned, Montenegro said of his former 
student. 


Kapulsi emphasized the flexibility 


of Berlitz's program and services. Not 
everyone goes into the concentrated 
program. 


LYNN BROWN is personnel man- 


ager at Strombecker Corp., a Chicago 
toy company, and recently finished a 
30-week Spanish program. Many of 
the employes she works with speak 
the language. Mrs. Montenegro was 
the instructor for the Saturday morn- 
ing two-hour sessions and instruction 
was augmented with cassette tapes 
produced by Berhtz. 


(Also in the class was Viola Al- 


brccht, Chicago, taking Spanish be- 
cause many of her neighbors are 
S p a n i s h-speaking and George A. 
Byrne, Chicago, who said he too has 
Spanish-speaking friends and travels 
a lot. 


Berlitz Is useful to businessmen in 


particular because in a conventional 
language class the day and time is 
set, said Kapulski. At Berlitz the 
schedule can be made up around the 
student's needs, and rescheduling can 
be arranged when necessary. 


Berlitz also offers interpreting and 


translation services. The person as- 
signed always has special vocabulary 
skills oriented to the profession for 
wliich the service Is hired, he added. 


Berlitz has schools in several U.S. 


and international cities. Chicago area 
schools are in Chicago at 22 W. Madi- 
son St., in Hinsdale and Winnetka.

It's silly season 


for our legislature 


Tne Illinois General Assembly 


is now up to its neck in what has 
come to be known as the Silly 
Season. 


Midway through its normal 


six-month session of the legisla- 
tive bicnnium, the legislature is 
wallowing in a mass of no less 
than 4,440 legislative proposals, 
most of which arc being "consid- 
ered" by various committees in 
marathon sessions which must 
be completed by this Friday. 


In characteristic fashion, the 


so-called deliberations of the 
House and Senate committees 
arc resulting in the advance- 
ment of dozens of bills of ques- 
tionable nature, while bills of 
merit arc bclnR "tubed," in the 
Springfield vernacular. 


For example, legislative com- 


mittees in recent days have rec- 
ommended 
passage 
of bills 


which would:

• Legalize parimutuel betting

• Give public bodies added 


excuses for locking the doors of 
their meetings against the in- 
quiring eyes and cars of the pub- 
lic. 


At the same time, House and 


Senate committees have killed 
sucli bills as one which would 
contribute to scenic beauty by 
banning billboards along federal 
and interstate highways. Per- 
mitting these billboards in viola- 
tion of federal highway stan- 
dards, 
incidentally, 
cost 
the 


state $27 million in federal high- 
way aid. 


The origin of some of these 


bills raises questions about just 
what interests arc behind them. 
Jai alai, an exciting and taxing 
sport popular in Spain and South 
America, has definite attraction 
to athletic fans — but it can 
hardly be considered a pastime 
in 
popular demand 
in 
the 


Prairie State of Illinois. 


One wonders what interests in- 


spired this legislation to estab- 


Let's give lottery tickets 


to each voter who registers! 


I'ish state-controlled betting on 
the sport, as well as to regulate 
locations where jai alai arenas 
could be built. 


Similarly, it is curious that 


members of the Senate Trans- 
portation Committee would be 
willing to sacrifice $27 million in 
federal aid to permit the bill- 
board industry to profit from 
building 
advertising 
tunnels 


along the right-of-way. What 
benefit is there in that action, 
and for whom 


The bounty of voters is more 


easily understood. Politicians of 
both parties would be delighted 
to see the taxpayers picking up 
the tab for recruiting precinct 
workers. 


Presumably, the precinct cap- 


tains would not be required to 
deliver the ear of each voter on 
whom a bounty is claimed. 


Less frivolous in its implica- 


tions is the bill, sponsored by 
R e p . D o n a l d D e u s t e r , 
R-Mundelein, which would erode 
the restrictions against closed- 
door sessions of public bodies. 


Dcuster's bill would expand 


the language of the Open Meet- 
ings Act to allow public bodies to 
go into executive session to con- 
sider the "performance" of their 
employes on the job. The law 
now allows public agencies to 
consider hiring and firing of em- 
ployes in closed session. 


Dcuster's bill goes against the 


grain of the trend toward more 
openness in government which 
has been developing in Illinois 
for more than a decade. 


Jai alai betting, bounties on 


voters and billboards on high- 
ways are issues which should be 
decided out-of-hand and with ob- 
, vious results by reasonable leg- 
islators. 


Any move to restrict the pub- 


lic's access to knowledge of how 
their elected officials are behav- 
ing, however, merits diligent 
and adamant resistance by the 
legislature.

Two years ago, the House 


adopted a rule under which com- 
mittee meetings must be public 
unless the committee takes a 
recorded vote to close the doors. 
The result of that rule, which the 
Senate has refused to emulate, 
has been a great expansion of 
the number of hearings to which 
the public has had access. 


The day is passing when both 


state and federal legislators 
may pretend that the public can 
know only the final result of the

and

made behind closed doors in 
their deliberations. 


The taxpayers are entitled to 


know how those decisions were 
reached, and we encourage Mik- 
va and his colleagues in their ef- 
forts to open up the doors. 


Malpractice crisis 


It haunts medical profession and patients 


EDITOR'S NOTE: The medical 


malpractice crisis exists In Illi- 
nois, as well as across the rest of 
the United States. The General 
Assembly this session is consid- 
ering a variety of bills which at- 
tempt to solve the problem of 
soaring malpractice costs, which 
threaten doctors, hospitals and 
bill-paying patients alike. 


by DON OAKLEY 


The medical malpractice crisis 


has suddenly assumed nationwide 
proportions. Like most crises, 
however, this one did not just ap- 
pear out of nowhere. 


Annual malpractice insurance 


premiums paid by the nation's 
doctors and hospitals, which total- 
led about $01 million in 1960, have 
soared to the half-billion-dollar 
mark. In 19C8, a California jury 
handed down the first million-dol- 
lar award, and while such huge 
settlements have not yet become 
commonplace, the frequency and 
size of malpractice claims have 
been steadily climbing. 


Last year, reports Barren's 


magazine, the number of mal- 
practice suits jumped 70 per cent 
over 1973 and the size of awards 
rose 20 per cent. Much the same 
tiling is true of out-of-court settle- 
ments. 


The unsurprising result is that 


insurance companies have been 
getting out of this end of the bus- 
iness in droves and those that re- 
main have been imposing fantas- 
tic increases In premiums. And 
the consequence of this is that 
many physicians have opted for 
early retirement and others arc 
seriously concerned whether they 
can remain in the profession. 


One major underwriter says 


that one of every 10 of its insured 
doctors has a claim pending 
against him. According to John A. 
McMahon, president of the Ameri- 


MALPRACTICE 


can Hospital Assn., hospitals in 14 
states are under the threat of hav- 
ing their malpractice insurance 
cancelled. 


The threat is real, and Is not 


confined to such suit-prone states 
as California or New York. 


Last January, Providence Hos- 


pital in Anchorage, Alaska, clos«d 
its operating room to elective sur- 
gery for two weeks when its anes- 
thesiologists could not obtain in- 
surance. More recently, anesthe- 
siologists in Mansfield, Ohio, re- 
fused to work without adequate 
malpractice coverage, halting all 
but emergency operations in the 
city's two hospitals. 


There are any number of ex- 


planations for the phenomenon, 
any number of "culprits." 


There is, for instance, this 


" M a r c u s Welby Syndrome." 
Americans, seeing television's fa- 
mous doctor, who has only one 
patient a week to whom he de- 
votes 24-bour-a-day attention, have 


simply come to expect too much, 
it is said. They are reacting 
against the overspedalization and 
dcpersonalization of modern medi- 
cal practice even as, at the same 
time, they expect miracle cures. 


Doctors blame the legal profes- 


sion for Its contingency fee sys- 
tem under which lawyers may 
collect up to 50 per cent of a set- 
tlement and which, they claim, 
encourages 
"nuisance" 
suits. 


Lawyers hi turn defend the sys- 
tem as the only way ordinary 
people can take their grievances 
to court and indict the medical 
profession for not doing enough to 
weed out its incompetents. 


In any event, all Americans arc 


affected by the crisis because the 
costs are inevitably passed on to 
them. Hospital patients are now 
paying about $10 a day per bed 
for insurance alone, says the 
AHA's McMahon. A rising propor- 
tion of the cost of a visit to a doc- 
tor's office goes for insurance, as 
well as for elaborate tests doctors 
feel they must prescribe in order 
to protect themselves. 


Bills have been introduced in a 


number of states in an attempt to 
remedy the problem. Solutions in- 
c l u d c setting up arbitration 
boards, limiting the size of any 
single malpractice claim, putting 
restrictions on percentage fees 
lawyers 
can charge on jury 


awards and requiring insurers to 
pool risks as they do for drivers 
unable to obtain automobile insur- 
ance. The latter provision has 
been embodied in bills that have 
been enacted or proposed in some 
dozen states at latest count. 


One thing is certain, and that is 


that a nation which prides itself 
on the quality of its medical care 
must do something, and soon, to 
solve this doctors' — and patients' 
— dilemma.

a year. 


News reports Indicate an expected 


federal deficit next year between $50 
and $100 billion. If we assume the 
Congress spends $75 billion more than 
Is taken in, that's about $357 for every 
man, woman and child in the United 
States. 


With some 135,000 people in Wheel- 


ing Township, our share of that feder- 
al deficit will be about $48 million — 
which is more than we pay in proper- 
ty taxes to support our schools, parks, 
libraries, villages, fire districts, etc., 
etc., etc.

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23% more income needed than in 73; report 
Home buyers 'caught in cost crunch

Increasing costs arc squeezing 


many families out of the housing mar- 
ket In Chicago and suburbs, an area 
homing Industry expert said. 


Henchcl Farr, executive vice presi- 


dent of the Home Builders Assn. of 
Chlcagoland, echoed findings of a Li- 
brary of Congress report released 
Sunday by Congress' Joint Economic 
Committee. The report indicates the 
percentage of families able to buy 
new homes declined in 1974. 


Restrictive zoning codes, delays In 


approval of new-housing projects and 
other conditions ore pricing more po- 
tential buyers — mostly young people 
— out of the market, Farr sold. 


Ho said the figure of $42,500 is an 


average homo price In many U. S. 


cities, "but for Chicago we normally 
average $3,000 to $8,000 higher than 
the notional average. 


"Tho prices of homes are mostly 


$39,500 to $60,000 on the average, so 
you're pricing young people out of the 
market," Fair said. "We should be 
able to build housing for various price 
ranges. There are very few villages 
where you can produce a $29,500 
house because of code requirements." 


COOES THAT spell out square-foot- 


age requirements and materials con 
add substantially to the price tag on a 
house, Farr said. 


Thirty-two per cent of the Chicago- 


area market already Is excluded from 
buying a home because of price, Farr 
said. The association is contesting 
land-donation requirements in Napcr- 
vlllc and restrictive codes In Doling- 


brook in an effort to curb cost in- 
creases that occur throughout the Chi- 
cago suburban area, Farr said. Home 
buyers purchase condomium units In 
some suburban areas as alternatives 
to higher priced single-family homes, 
ho added. 


Tho percentage of U. S. families 


able to buy on overage-priced house 
fell sharply during 1974, the Library 
of Congress report said. An estimated 
23 per cent additional income was re- 
quired to buy the average house com- 
pared to 1973 requirements, it said. 


BECAUSE COSTS associated with 


ownership — purchase cost, interest 
rates, utility rates, maintenance 
costs, insurance and others — rose 
faster than income, the percentage of 
families able to afford payments de- 
clined. 


George Docrr, assistant vice presi- 


dent at the Melrose Savings office in 
Palatine, said average home prices 
are outstripping family Income gains 
in many cases. Although many people 
prefer a single-family home, they're 
turning to condominium units as less 
expensive housing units, he said. 
Doerr Said the income requirements 
used in the Library of Congress report 
are somewhat higher than guidelines 
used by some lenders. 


An Increasing number of families fi- 


nance a home purchase with two In- 
comes, said Jack Clark Jr., vice pres- 
ident In the lending division at Arling- 
ton Heights Federal Savings and Loan 
Assn., Arlington Heights. Clark does 
not agree that home prices are In- 
creasing faster than income levels. 


"There is very little housing avail- 


able under $40,000," Clark said. The 
average mortgage loan amount at the 
institution is approximately $32,000 to 
$33,000 so the selling price is above 
$40,000, Clark said. 


RULES OF THUMB that are used 


by lenders to qualify buyers include 
the standard that an Individual's 
monthly mortgage payment should 
not exceed 25 per cent of monthly 
gross pay, Clark said. He said other 
standards that may be used include: 


• A person should not borrow much 


more than twice his annual income or 
pay more than 2V4 times annual in- 
come for a house. 


• When all other debts that extend 


beyond seven months are considered, 
the total should not exceed 33 per cent 
of monthly gross income.

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Government registration doesn't 
mean charity is ILS.-approved

Last of a scries 


Newly children and contributors 


alike are not protected by the volun- 
tary federal registration program for 
agencies that channel funds to foreign 
charity, according to a report re- 
leased In 107-1 by the U.S. Government 
Accounting Office. 


The report was presented Oct. 10 in 


Washington, D.C. before tho U.S. Sen- 
ate Subcommittto on Children and 
Youth at the request of subcommittee 
c h a i r m a n Sen. Walter Mondalc, 
D-Minn. It featured a review of the 
relationships between the advisory 
committee on voluntary foreign aid of 
the U.S. Agency for Inttmatlonal Do- 
v c l o p m c n t and five voluntary 
agencies It registered. 


"From our review of the com- 


mittee's relationships with the five se- 
lected agencies and from earlier work 
dona at your request, we believe that 
tho committee's registration and com- 
p 11 a n c o activities arc not com- 
prehensive enough to provide cither 
tho recipient children or tho contrib- 
uting public with any significant mea- 
sure of protection," the report said. 


"In fact, wo believe that by allow- 


ing agencies to advertise that they 
arc registered, the committee may bo 
unwittingly permitting tho public to 
be misled to the extent that con- 
tributors rely on government regis- 
tration as a seal of government ap- 
proval and assurance that their con- 
tributions nill bo used competently 
and In the public interest." 


TIIK AID advisory committee on 


voluntary foreign aid was set up to 
register qualified U.S. nonprofit or- 
ganizations seeking registration, to 
ensure tho trustworthiness of the op- 
fratioib. to publish a register of tho 
organizations and to provide assis- 
tance to U.S. agencies and the chari- 
ties. 


The GAO studied the following vol- 


untary agencies: American Korean 
Foundation, 
Christian 
Children's 


Fund, Foster Parents' Plan, Holt 
Adoption Program and Save tho Chil- 
dren Federation. 


Arr-ong tho GAO findings: 
• Christian Children's Fund "did 


not regularly Inspect projects to ex- 
amine records or to verify the, exis- 
tence of sponsored children. As a re- 
sult, we found examples where funds 
were not Iwing spent and were not 
living used to benefit sponsored chil- 
dren " In Greece, 124 of 172 sponsored 
children no longer were attending a 
.school which received CCF funds. In 
Kenya, (lie sponsor of a child sent $34 
to be used as a special gift, lite child 
receive $4.211 and tho project retained 
tho balance.

materials say foster children and 
their families ore selected for assis- 
tance as among the "very necdlesi" 
or "desperately needy." The report 
said, "Wo found that some FPP field 
offices generally will not accept the 
most needy families because they feel 
they arc less likely to achieve 
FPP's goal of becoming self-suf- 
ficient.

licts funds through advertisements 
that picture a "typical child." The 
child's name and history as recounted 
In the ads bear no relation to the child 
hi the picture. Administrative costs 
are, in some instances, incorrectly 
listed as program expenditures in its 
annual report.

about his coming here to start n 
business. He is here now and the 
tun of them have been traveling 
together at. I suspect, mother's 
expense since he's admitted to us 
that he's broke and presently 
unemployed. 


IT'S APPARENT he is acting 


as though he's truthful and hon- 
est. I'm sure It's just a covorup 
for his real motives. Tho worst 


part of this is that mother worked 
with dad all of her married life 
and when he passed on five years 
ago, she became a wealthy widow 
with a lot of time on her hands 
because she couldn't bring herself 
to continue working in the busi- 
ness witliout him. 


After much soul searching my 


brothers and I decided to vote her 
out as treasurer and since busi- 
ness is slack anyway, we run it 
only three days a week and have 
cut down on all our salaries, in- 
cluding hers. We don't wont her to 
dLssipato everything she and dad 
worked for and want to protect 
her from this fortune hunter. 


So far this has not deterred him 


and he's still looking around for a 
business. AH our talking has been 
In vain, she really thinks he goes 
for her! My only hope is to talk 
her into making some kind of ar- 
rangements so slio won't wind up 
broke. I'd appreciate any help in 
that direction. Thank you.—P.R. 
Dear P.R. 


It's not uncommon for a widow 


who has had a happy marriage to 
look favorably on another should 
the opportunity present itself. She 
may not even care what it would 
cost her in terms of money if 


there's a chance to dispel her 
loneliness. But having been a 
business woman all of her life, 
she may listen to you if you have a 
reasonable plan to present to her. 
An antenuptial agreement may be 
the answer. It might discourage 
the young man. It would, at the 
very least, put him to the test! 


MAY I SUGGEST another al- 


ternative or possibly the agree- 
ment plus another remedy? Why 
not try to get your mother inter- 
ested in coming back into the 
business? This may fill the lonely 
gap slie feels so sorely and at the 
same time let her know that you 
all care for her even though you 
had to take tho measures you did 
to protect her. 


Should your mother approve of 


the antenuptial agreement, she 
would, of course have to have her 
lawyer draw up the agreement. In 
the meantime, here's some infor- 
mation you might pass on to her. 


• An antenuptial agreement is 


made with marriage in mind be- 
tween a man and woman before 
cither of them enter into the mar- 
riage. Although there are a num- 
ber of forms, the one you might 
be interested in is n kind of family 
settlement in which the persons 


involved in lite marriage have 
children by a former marriage 
and they wish to reserve pre- 
marital property rights in order to 
pass them on to their children and 
not their intended spouse. 


• An antenuptial agreement is 


a contract and although the par- 
ties may agree to whatever condi- 
tions they wish, the contract must 
fulfill the laws of contracts (which 
also means it must be free of 
fraud). 


Under this agreement, persons 


who plan to marry surrender 
whatever rights they have, to each 
other's estate. Each has the right 
to hold and control his or her own 
Individual property separate and 
apart from the other. In other 
words, neither can interfere with 
whatever the other wishes to do 
with his or her own property. 


• Under the old Common Law, 


a wife was completely subordi- 
nate to her husband and would not 
have been legally entitled to make 
such an agreement. She was in 
fact, his chattel, his piece of 
property. She had no specific 
identity, nor did fhc hove any le- 
gal rights of her own which meant 
she could not make a contract or 
pass her property on. 


Believe it or not, under the 


Common Law, if a man called his 
wife an idiot, imbecile or insane, 
he was not insulting her but was 
calling attention to her legal stat- 
us! In those days women, children 
and mentally deficient persons 
were lumped together in the same 
legal classification! A wife had to 
content herself with bearing her 
husband's children and doing the 
household chores. 


Today, of course, a wife is 


(more or less) an emancipated 
person and as such she may own 
her own property separate and 
apart from her husband, can sue 
in her own name and be sued, 
carry on her own business and en- 
ter into contracts. I hope this In- 
formation will help cement your 
relationship with your mother. 
Good luck!

When did you last read the Declara- 


tion of Independence? The Con- 
stitution of the United States? Tho Bill 
of Rights? 


Probably not recently. Yet these 


three documents arc often considered 
to be our "Charters of freedom," in 
that they laid the political foundations 
of tho United States. They're really 
what It's all about as wo get ready to 
celebrate tho 200th birthday of our na- 
tion. 


These historic documents deserve a 


place In your Bicentennial plans. Use 
facsimile copies for display In class- 
rooms, building or In special exhib- 
its. Or uso them as handsome addi- 
tions to your library, family room or 
In other locations in your house or 
apartment. 


Printed facsimiles of all three docu- 


mooti aro available at a nominal cost 


through the National Archives. The 
Declaration and tho Bill of Rights arc 
exact full-size facsimiles of tho texts 
of the original parchments. The Con- 
stitution, however, is reduced to about 
half the size of Die original to permit 
tho presentation of all four pages on 
ono 31 by 39-Inch sheiit. 


THESE AND OTHER reproductions 


of historical documents in tho Nation- 
al Archives aro described in an at- 
tractive free catalog, Documents 
From America's Past. While the 
catalog Is probably available from 
other sources, I ordered mine (and re- 
ceived it promptly) from tho Public 
D o c u m e n t s Distribution Center, 
Pueblo, Colo. 81009. The catalog also 
includes an order blank and instruc- 
tions for ordering. As you might ex- 
pect, all tho materials are modestly 
priced; most cost less than $1. 


While tho Declaration, Constitution 


and Bill of Rights arc the best-known 
documents from our past, others 
played important roles in the growth 
and development of our young nation. 
Many of these aro available in a fac- 
simile packet containing the complete 
text of 38 documents discussed in 
"The Formation of the Union," which 
covers the years from 1774 to 1791. 


You can order tho book and/or tho 


whole pocket, or separate copies of 
such documents as Tho Treaty of 
Paris, 1783, that ended tho Revolution- 
ary War, You can also order facsim- 
iles of George Washington's Official 
Mop of Yorktown, 1781, and of his In- 
augural Address of 1789. 


AVAILABLE, TOO, aro more mod- 


ern documents, ranging from tho 
Emancipation Proclamation to Sur- 
render Documents of World War II 
and A Documentary History of Amer- 
ica's Venture Into Space. 


In a different category, but equally 


interesting, aro reproductions of se- 
lected prints and watercolors from 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's extensive 
naval collection. Several of these 
show "American ships in victory and 
in defeat during the Revolutionary 
War." All are reproduced in full color 
on good bond paper suitable for fram- 
ing. 


As tho Archives catalog states the 


reasons for reproducing all this mate- 
rial, "The National Archives is a 
treasure house of historical docu- 
ments . . . Because these documents 
are part of the heritage of the Ameri- 
can pcopL, it is the goal of the Na- 
tional Ard.ives not only to preserve 
them but to make them readily avail- 
able." 


The catalog goes on to say, "These 


faithful reproductions lend a dynamic 
and realistic quality to our early na- 


tional experience." They can lend that 
same "dynamic and realistic quality" 
to your Bicentennial celebrations.

Facts" (published by Home Federal 
Savings) notes that most Chicago- 
area residents aren't aware that the 
U.S. Government Printing Office has 
a Chicago bookstore, in Room 1463 of 
the Everett McKlnley Dlrksen Build- 
Ing at 219 S. Dearborn. The public is 
welcome to browse or to buy any of 
the approximately 1,000 publications 
on display, and to use a special mail- 
order service for government titles 
available from Washington, D.C. 


"Money Facts" reports that the 


bookstore Is open from 8 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Monday through Friday. There's 
also an information booth in the Dirk- 
sen Building's main floor lobby.

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Michigan, West Coast hit 
hardest by unemployment 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Labor 


Dept. survey showed Tuesday that 
Michigan and the West Const were 
among Uio hardest hit by Joblessness 
in 1974, while the South largely es- 
caped severe Impact from an econom- 
ic downturn. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics pub- 


lished data on 27 states and 30 metro- 
politan areas stowing annual average 
unemployment rates. Ten elates had 
a n average unemployment 
level 


above 6 per cent In 1074, while 10 oth- 
ers had an average below 5 per cent. 


Illinois was below the national aver- 


age with a rate of 4.5 per cent. 


The department said It planned to 


produce data covering all SO states by 
1970. At present, average annual rales 
are estimated on the basis o( statis- 
tics collected and studies in 27 states, 
eight more states than studied last 
year. 


THE 
NATIONAL unemployment 


rate, now at 8.7 per cent, averaged 5.5 
per cent for all of 1074. Tho national 
rate hit 0 per cent lost October. 


But by then, some states were be- 


ginning to feel the pinch of the reces- 
sion. 


Among the reporting stales, the 


worst overage was in Michigan, B.5 
per cent, apparently due to a slow- 
down in automobile production. Ore- 
gon was next with a 1974 average of 
7.5 per cent. 


Other states nbovc the national av- 


erage were California, 7.3 per cent; 
Connecticut, 6.1; Florida, G.2; Loui- 
siana, 7.1; Massachusetts, 7.2; Now 
Jersey, 63; New York.

drinking lea or coffee, "after all, they are only colored water," 
unlit, of coune, milk and sugar are added. 


My husband sayg the water washes away the digestive Juices. 


A glass of water after a meal Is fine. It also helps to give a 


person a satisfied feeling without gorging on caloric-rich foods that 
lead to obesity. 


Aside from the calorics present In any sugar and cream added to 


tea or coffee and the calorics in soft drinks, they are a great deal 
more than colored water. 


Coffee, tea, and the cola drinks all contain caffein and that Is a 


drug. Coffee Li nothing more than a liquid "go pill." These drinks 
can bo both helpful and harmful, more often the latter. They have 
the opposite effects of tranqulllzcrs, adding to nervousness and, 
among other things, stimulate the stomach to produce excess 
amounts of acid digestive juices. Caffeine can contribute to Irre- 
gularities of the heart. 


You may bo Interested In a recent study at the National Naval 


Medical Center in Maryland, In which President Ford's doctor, 
William Lukash, participated. The investigators reported that just 
five cups of coffee a day caused Increases In fat In the blood and 
raised the blood sugar, and could lead to damage of the nervous 
system. The investigation (cam recommended not drinking more 
than one cup of coffee at a time. 


MANY INDIVIDUALS with digestive problems become symplom- 


free after stopping coffee, tea and colas. If you are nervous or 
tense you certainly don't need to complicate the problem with these 
drinks. 


On tho positive side, coffee In small amounts increases alertness 


and may even improve typing skill and accuracy. 


We Americans not only use the most oil in the world, but we use 


aver hull of all tho coffee produced in the world. Our consumption 
has increased with the Increase of heart attacks. The evidence of 
direct correlation of coffee to heart attacks Is rather meager, but 
tho Indirect effects that may lead to heart difficulties are soundly 
based. There Is general agreement that patients with irregularities 
of the heart and digestive disorders should avoid caffcin-containlng 
drinks.

Avert baby brain 
harm by using 
balloons: doctor 


MADISON, Wls. (UPI)'- A Unlver- 


sity of Wisconsin researcher believes 
fewer Infants might suffer brain dam- 
age during birth if their mothers are 
given balloons or bag-like devices to 
blow up during delivery. 


Doctors have known for almost a 


decade that heavy breathing by a 
frightened mother in labor can cause 
brain damage to babies but they don't 
know exactly why. 


Dr. John Rankin says ho believes he 


can explain the problem and suggests 
doctors include among their in- 
struments a simple rubber balloon. 
He says it would restore a mother's 
normal breathing pattern. 


Rankin and assistant Terry Pher- 


nctton have built a model which 
Rankin said shows that heavy breath- 
ing changes the acid content of a 
mother's blood and prevents the flow 
of oxygen. 


Doctors have assumed infants were 


denied oxygen because of constriction 
or a snapping shut of blood vessels 
once the placenta or umbilical cord 
come under pressure. They have criti- 
cized natural childbirth methods for 
causing part of the problem of breath- 
ing, or hypcrvcntilation. 


Rankin, 37, an Australian-born 


physiologist, said his model consists 
of two mosses of fine rubber capil- 
laries and tubing that resemble the 
placenta and the lungs of the mother 
and child. All this Is contained in a 
large glass container. 


Air is pumped into (lie container 


and blood into the tubing and capil- 
laries to simulate normal operation of 
the lungs, Rankin says. 


TO SIMULATE a frightened moth- 


er's heavy breathing, more oxygen Is 
pumped into the container. Rankin 
said this lowers the carbon dioxide 
pressure in the blood and it becomes 
more acidic. 


Once the blood Is less acidic, oxy- 


gen carried by the hemoglobin or red 
blood cells Is bound much tighter and 
the tightly bound oxygen cannot pass 
through the placenta to the fetus. The 
condition is known as alkalosis. 


When it occurs, Rankin said, doc- 


tors should give the balloon to the 
m o t h e r . By having the woman 
breathe into a balloon or air bag, and 
rcbrcathc what was exhaled, doctors 
could restore a normal breathing pat- 
tern, he says.

The gap widened during the last two hours of 
trading.

17,850,000 traded Monday — the slowest turnover in 
nearly three weeks.

SEC bans stock sale price-fixing 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Wall Street, 


the symbolic center of capitalism, 
reluctantly is embracing free enter- 
prise after 183 years of buying and 
selling stocks on fixed, noncompeti- 
live rates. 


Under government edict, the Jea- 


ously guarded practice of price-fixing 
s banned after trading today. For 
months, brokers have anguished over 
Ihe arrival of "May Day." 


The end to fixed rates was imposed 


by the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission In three stages. Throe years 
ago, 
fixed rates were abolished on 


ransactions exceeding $300,000. They 
were eliminated on transactions under 
!2,000 April 1, 1974, and will be abo- 
ished on everything else Thursday. 


Some brokers predict doom for the 


stock market. Some fear for their jobs 
and their incomes. Most predict 
smaller firms eventually will go out of 


business or be swallowed up by bigger 
firms. 


The intention of the SEC is to allow 


an investor to shop around for the 
best deal. 


MAJOR INSTITUTIONS, such as in- 


surance companies and banks, may 
be the only winners. With more .busi- 
ness to deliver, they can negotiate 
cheaper rates than they now pay. 


The individual investor probably 


will end up paying just about what he 
pays under the fixed commission sys- 
tem used with various modifications 
by the New York Stock Exchange 
since its inception in 1792. 


H. Virgil Shcrrill, chairman of the 


Securities Industry Assn., says the in- 
dividual investor may even pay more 
than he docs now. 


Shcrrill, whose association repre- 


sents 700 brokerage houses handling 
90-95 per cent of all secutlties transac- 
tions, believes "we're going to end up 


with a two-tier pricing system. The 
retail customer is going to end up 
paying more than his counterpart in 
the institution. 


"He's going to end up paying more 


because he doesn't have the leverage 
to exert on a securities firm to get a 
better rate," Sherrill said. "If you 
want to buy 100 shares of AT&T, 
you'll pay more than the institution 
that wants to buy 50,000." 


THE LARGE BROKERAGE houses 


say they will not negotiate rates with 
individual investors. 


"It presents the problem of 2,000 


people negotiating with 300,000 cus- 
tomers," said Elliott Smith, senior 
vice president of Bache & Co. "It is 
just not a practical thing to do." 


But Bachc will negotiate rates with 


large institutions. And the firm is of- 
f e r i n g large investors such in- 
ducements as a 20 per cent discount 
on car rentals. 


Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner, & 


Smith, the largest brokerage house, 
also said it would not negotiate rates 
with individual investors, although it 
will offer optional services at various 
rates. 


PAINE, WEBBER, JACKSON & 


Curtis is offering discounts for in- 
vestors who accept certain conditions 
or contract for other services, in- 
cluding research. 


But, said vice president Robert C. 


Dunwoody, "Paine Webber has the 
fundamental belief that most of the 
business will be done after Thursday 
by most investors the same way it has 
been done for 175 years. 


"Wo are convinced that the individ- 


ual investor is interested in perform- 
ance and service, and that the com- 
mission is not important to him as 
long as he gets the service and per- 
formance he expects." 


GM earnings 
fall 51% in 
first quarter 


DETROIT (UPI) — General Motors 


reported Tuesday its first-quarter 
earnings fell 51 per cent to a 29-year 
low. 


However, the company's top execu- 


tives said there were strong signs of 
steady improvement in the U.S. econ- 
omy that point to an upturn in auto 
sales. 


The world's largest automaker said 


it earned $59 million in the January- 
March quarter, compared with $120 
million last year which was already 
85 per cent below the record first 
quarter of 1973. It was the sixth 
straight quarter that GM profits failed 
to match a year-ago performance. 


Sales totaled $7.6 billion, up 10 per 


cent from last year's $6.9 billion, 
largely because of price increases on 
most products in the past year. Ear- 
nings per share amounted to 20 cents 
compared with 41 cents a share last 
year. 


The profits were the lowest for any 


year since a $36 million loss in 1946 
when the auto giant was hit by the 
United Auto Workers' first postwar 
strike. In the same quarter of 1943, 
GM earned a modest $39 million. 


GM CHAIRMAN Thomas A. Mur- 


phy and President Elliott M. Estes 
said the brighter economic outlook is 
due to the easing of inflationary pres- 
sures, reduced inventories and lower 
short-term interest rates. 


"Also of importance are some signs 


of a moderate improvement in con- 
sumer confidence, which should be 
helped further by the recent Income 
tax reductions enacted by Congress," 
the GM executives said. 


GM WAS THE FIRST of the four 


U.S. automakers to report results of 
the first quarter in which the com- 
panies spent an estimated $150 million 
to help pull the industry out of its 
worst postwar sales slump. Ford will 
issue its report Wednesday and Chrys- 
ler will announce its earnings Thurs- 
day with American Motors following 
next week. 


GM directors will meet in New 


York Monday and are expected to or- 
der a continuation of the curtailed 
dividend payment. The first quarter 
dividend was reduced from the pre- 
vious 85 cents a share to 60 cents a 
share. 


GM said its worldwide sales of cars 


and trucks in the first three months of 
the year totaled nearly 1.4 million 
units, a 16 per cent drop from last 
year's energy crisis depressed levels. 
In the United States, car and truck 
sales totaled 944,000 units, a 14 per 
cent drop.

Back on April 22, 1B76, a fellow by 


the name of Wesley Feslcr stepped on 
home plate with a run for the Phila- 
delphia Athletics and didn't even get 
a phone call from President Ulysses 
S. Grant. 


That was the first run In the his- 


tory of the National League, and al- 
though the A's lost to Boston, 6-5, Fes- 
lcr really started something 


Ninety-nine years later, the nation Is 


anxiously awaiting a milestone when 
some player In the National or Ameri- 
can League will make baseball his- 
tory with the 1,000,000th run. It took 
nearly a century to reach this mark 
because even though they've been 
playing baseball In the National near- 
ly that long, the American League (or 
Junior Circuit), as it WPS called up to 
only a few years ago, was not founded 
until 25 years later In 1901. 


Stan Musial, chairman of 
the 


Tootsic Roll 1,000,000th Run Contest 
now underway throughout the coun- 
try, figures that the lowly run (usual- 
ly not the most popular of statistics), 
has come Into its own. 


"It's always been amazing to me," 


says the former St. Louis Cardinal 
great, "that home runs, stolen bases, 
strikeouts, and whatnot have more ap- 
peal for tho average fan. 


"Runs win games Without "cm, all 


the other statistics really are not that 
Important. I'll take runs any day. It's 
that simple!" 


Stan the Man should know He man- 


aged to score a tidy 1,949 during his 
career, trailing only Ty Cobb, Babe 
Ruth, Henry Aaron (who still has n 
chance to break Ruth's run total 
record), and Willie Mays. 


All of this talk about runs has been 


generated by Mark Sackler, a baseball 
fan from Westport, Conn, who acci- 
dentally discovered with his mini-cal- 
culator that the 1,000,000th run was 
nearly upon us. At the start of this 
season, the grand total was 997,869 — 
just 2,131 shy of the magic number. 
And number 1,000,000 should be com- 
ing up on or about May 5, depending 
on mctcorlogical factors and whether 
the pitchers are ahead of the batters, 
etc. 


Tootsie Roll, like baseball, an 


American institution, bought Sackler's 
bright idea; and as a result, thou- 
sands of kids from eight to 80 arc fill- 
ing out entry blanks like mad, trying 
to win tho one million pennies first 
prize. 


Some player, unknown nt the mo- 


ment, will achieve a certain degree of 


immortality, as well as a slew of 
awards, when he scores the eventful 
run. What about the player who 
scores a run one minute later? Well, 
he's the first run of the second mil- 
lion.

County Board backs new tax on liquor, beer 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Threats of liquor store closings In 


Cook County failed Tuesday to sway 
the County Board, which endorsed a 
now tax on liquor, beer and wine. 


The board met as a finance com- 


mlttce-of-thc-\vholc to hear testimony 
from Industry spokesmen and others 
during a 4'Vhour public hearing, and 


then endorsed the tax by a vote of 11- 
n 


Howard Scliwarzbach, president of 


the Illinois Liquor Stores Assn, said 
he would close the Arlington Heights 
outlet of his Famous Liquors chain if 
the ordinance is adopted, because it is 
only three miles from Lake County in 
a "price-conscious area." 


County Board Pros. George Dunne, 


who proposed the tax, said he did not 
believe Industry charges that shop- 
pers would cross county lines to avoid 
a 20-cent charge on a fifth of liquor. 


The tax, which still must be ap- 


proved at a regular meeting of the 
County Board, would tax liquor at $1 
a gallon, beer at 4 cents per gallon, 


and wine at 12 or 30 cents per gallon, 
depending on alcohol content. 


"IT'S A PENNY on a quart of beer. 


People who can't afford that, they 
can't afford (o drink," Dunne said. He 
called the tax "the least distasteful" 
way to raise money. 


Angered by the liquor Interests' ac- 


cusations, Dunne said alcohol causes 


more than drunk driving. "I don't 
know of anything that has a more hor- 
rendous effect on humanity than alco- 
hol when handled improperly, and 
very few of us handle it properly." 


The law as adopted by the com- 


mittee includes some changes from 
Dunne's original proposal. In final

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Hopeless all along? 


Suburbanites relieved that U.S. is finally ending its involvement 
in Vietnam War; reject view that we let Vietnamese people down

"We should never have been there in the first 


place." 


Like Monday morning quarterbacks, people inter- 


viewed throughout the Northwest suburbs Tuesday 
reacted to the impending fall of South Vietnam. 


Most were relieved that the 14-year undeclared 


war finally was over for the Americans. Few be- 
lieved the United States had failed to live up to Us 
promises. Nearly all said It had been a waste. 


"It's been like hopeless all along," said Barbara 


Hardt of Des Plaines. She said the purpose of 
American Involvement was to "help them so they 
could run the country themselves. But what has it 
been —15 or 20 years? It's sad." 


Teron Maddox of south suburban Dolton said the 


Communist takeover of South Vietnam was inevi- 
table. "I think they would have taken over anyway. 
It's been a waste of time," he said. 


Others talked about the waste of American lives. 


"We lost 50,000 boys. That's enough of an obliga- 
tion," said John Zvonar of Arlington Heights, re- 
jecting any thought that the United States let the 
Vietnamese people down. 


"We should have never gotten in," Zvonar said. 


"We've got nothing over there." 


CHARLES CAUFAL of Lake Geneva had two sons 


stationed in Vietnam. They are currently putting up 
the refugee tent camps on Guam. 


"They ought to have done that 10 years ago," 


Caufal said when informed that all Americans final- 
ly had left Vietnam. "I wish It would have been 


over before " 


Some people talked about the waste of American 


money which amounted to $150 billion. "I think pos- 
sibly that Congress got tired of paying the bills," 
said E. R. DeMott of Mount Prospect. "The water 
bucket has been running for so long. It's about time 
it stopped " 


Even those who said they feared "the Communist 


tide" said they were glad to be out of Vietnam. 
"I'm an old-line American. Anything to stem Com- 
munism," said a man from Chicago who wished to 
remain anonymous. He said, however, that he is not 
sure the Vietnam war was fought to stop Commu- 
nism. 


"Maybe it is just to keep industry going and our 


way of life," he said. 


TERRI TATE, a young Mount Prospect woman, 


said she feels no personal responsibility for the 
Vietnamese. "I didn't make the Vietnamese people 
any promises," she said. "The promises were made 
by somebody else than me without my permission." 


Delores Kowalczyk of Arlington Heights said the 


Americans put forth more effort than the South 
Vietnamese, and therefore can't be criticized for 
pulling out. "It would seem we did more than they 
did," she said. 


Many of the people at Randhurst Shopping Cen- 


ter, in downtown Arlington Heights and downtown 
Mount Prospect, said they had been against the 
Vietnam war from the start. John Esbrook of Mil- 
ford, Mich., was one of the few to admit an anti-war 
conversion about 3% years ago. 
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O'Hare plant key to area sewage solutions: Crane

U. S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-t2th, 


has told Northwest suburban munici- 
pal officials that the quickest way to 
CMC area sewage-treatment problems 
U to help DCS Plalncs get answers to 
Itf 
questions about the 
proposed 


O'Hare Water Reclamation Plant. 


Crane, in a letter, told officials in 


Arlington Heights, Elk Grove Village 
and Mount Prospect that unless Des 
Plainer officials receive answers to 
their questions regarding an environ- 
mental impact statement prepared by 
the U. S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), legal action taken by 
DCS Plalncs could drag on. 


"If these proceedings arc continued, 


long delays In relief would be the re- 
sult, much to the detriment of the en- 
tire area," Crane said. 


Crane was asked by Des Plalncs of- 


ficials to examine environmental pro- 
tection agency records to determine if 
certain facts were omitted from the 
impact statement. 


THE CONGRESSMAN gave local 


officials a copy of a letter lie sent to 
Francis Mayo, EPA regional adminis- 
trator, which notes seven major omis- 
sions In the EPA report. 


Crane has asked Mayo to answer 


the questions, saying it is the respon- 
sibility of the EPA to ensure that the 
impact of the proposed $96 million 
plant Is thoroughly studied. 


DCS Plalncs officials have been 


fighting with the sanitary district for 
nine ycnrs over the location and plans 
for the prospect plant, which would 


bo at Oakton Street and Elmhurst 
Road. 


The city is suing the sanitary dis- 


trict In U. S. District Court In an ef- 
fort to require the sanitary district to 
adhere to city health ordinances as a 
condition of receiving federal funding 
for the plant. 


The sanitary district must gain the 


environmental protection agency's ap- 
proval for the proposed plant before 
June 30 in order to qualify far more 
than $70 million in federal funds for 
the plant. 


While DCS Plalncs officials have op- 


posed the location and questioned the 
need for the facility, officials from 
other communities have 
endorsed 


plans for the plant. They have cited 
the facility and a related scries of 
deep-tunnel sewers as a possible 
means of relieving flooding problems 
In the area. 


IN HIS LETTER to the village offi- 


cials, Crnnc said he is not opposing 
the facility, but merely trying to aid 
DCS Plalncs officials in obtaining ad- 
ditional information about the plant. 


The Information which Crane and 


Des Plalncs officials say was omitted 
from the impact statement is a cost-

Schools to aid greenhouse upgrade

The High School Dist. 214 Board of 


Education has agreed to chip in $5,000 
to renovate the Mount Prospect Park 
District's greenhouse at Friendship 
Park, Des Plaines. 


The $5,000 is needed to help cover 


the cost of renovating the greenhouse, 
because bids for heating and remodel- 
ing work came in about $20,000 higher 
than expected. The district also is 
paying about half of its $9,690 yearly 
rent for use of the facility in a bulk 
advance. 


Originally, the park district planned 


to spend only $.15,000 for the renova- 
tion and first year's operation of the 
greenhouse, Algonquin Road and Ja- 
nice Avenue. Park Director Thomas 
W. Cooper, however, said renovation 
alone will cost $22,000 for a new heat- 
ing system and $22,700 for remodel- 
ing. 


DIST. 2M was to pay the park dis- 


trict only rent for using 47 per cent of 
the greenhouse space for its horticul- 
tural classes. When the renovation 
bids came in higher than expected, 
Cooper asked the school district to 
contribute to the renovation. 


"I said I could use some help and 


they said we'll see what we can come 
up with," Cooper said. - 


About 110 students in horticultural 


classes from the eight district schools 
are expected to use the greenhouse 
starting this fall. The school board ex- 
pressed interest in getting an option 
to rent the facility after the first year, 
but made it clear their commitment is 
for the coming year only. 


SCHOOL, HOARD members Jack 


Costcllo and Richard Bachhubcr voted 


against the payment in a 4-to-2 vote. 
Costcllo said he was afraid future rev- 
enues might not be sufficient for the 
school district to keep its bargain with 
the park. Bachhuber objected because 
the budget for the following year has 
not been approved, yet commitments 
for the money keep being made. 


The park district is financing its 


share of the greenhouse through a 
special greenhouse tax levy approved 
by voters April 1. 


The greenhouse has been owned by 


the park district for several years, 
but plans to renovate the facility were 
started only last fall.

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County Board backs new tax on liquor., beer

Threat! of liquor store closings In 


Cook County failed Tuesday to sway 
the County Board, which endorsed a 
new tax on liquor, beer and wine. 


The board met as a finance com- 


mlttce-of-the-wholo to hear testimony 
from Industry spokesmen and others 
during a 4i:-hour public hearing, and 


then endorsed the tax by a vote of 11- 
2. 


Howard Schwarzbach, president of 


the Illinois Liquor Stores Assn., said 
he Mould close the Arlington Heights 
outlet of his Famous Liquors chain if 
the ordinance is adopted, because It is 
only three miles from Lake County In 
a "price-conscious area." 


County Board Pres. George Dunne, 


who proposed the tax, said he did not 
believe industry charges that shop- 
pers would cross county lines to avoid 
a 20-cent charge on a fifth of liquor. 


The tax, which still must be ap- 


proved at a regular meeting of the 
County Board, would tax liquor at $1 
a gallon, beer at 4 cents per gallon, 


and wine at 12 or 30 cents per gallon, 
depending on alcohol content. 


"IT'S A PENNY on a quart of beer. 


People who can't afford that, they 
can't afford to drink," Dunne said. He 
called the tax "the least distasteful" 
way to raise money. 


Angered by the liquor Interests' ac- 


cusations, DuiJie said alcohol causes 


more than drunk driving. "I don't 
know of anything that has a more hor- 
rendous effect on humanity than alco- 
hol when handled improperly, and 
very few of us handle it properly." 


Tlie law as adopted by the com- 


mittee includes some changes from 
Dunne's original proposal. In final

SAIGON (UPI) - South Vietnam 


surrendered Wednesday to the Com- 
unlsts and ended the war. 


President Duong Van Minh an- 


nounced the surrender hours after the 
United States pulled out of Vietnam, 
where it spent 1-1 years, $150 billion 
and more than 50.000 lives trying to 
stop n Communist takeover. 


Minh (old government soldiers to 


stop fighting. 


The hasty helicopter 
lift hauled 


some 900 Americans from the country 
to waiting vessels in the South China 
Sea The Stars and Stripes were 
pulled down at Ik' U.S. embassy and 
officially ended the U.S. presence — 
one of the major Communist demands 
before peace talks could start. 


Left behind were a handful of 


Americans, including newsmen, \vho 
elected to stay. 


Minli's 
announcement ended 
35 


years of fighting in South Vietnam 
that l>cj,'an when the Japanese in- 
vaded Indochina in 1940. After World 
War II, the fighting continued with 
Communists battling the French and 
later the American-backed govern- 
ment of South Vietnam. 


President Ford said Marine helicop- 


ters escorted by F4 Phantom jets 
evacuated all Americans who wanted 
to leave — about 900 of them — and 
thni the pullout was successful, "clos- 
ing a chapter" on U S. involvement in 
Indochina 


Saigon's surrender came 12 days af- 


ter Cambodia fell to the pro-Commu- 
nist Khmer Rouge rebels. 


The beginning of the end for South 


Vietnam was the government's deci- 
sion in mid-March to abandon prov- 
inces in the Central Highlands. Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese forces 
swept in and gained momentum that 
quickly carried them across the north- 
ern two-thirds of the country. 


At I ho time if the surrender, Com- 


munist forces held three-fourths of 
South Vietnam and 23 of the country's 
44 provinces, and had Saigon Itself all 
but surrounded with an estimated 
150,000 troops with tanks, artillery and 
rockets. 


The heaviest Communist attack of 


the war on Saigon's Tan Son Nhut air 
base early Tuesday killed two U.S. 
Marines and prompted President 
Ford to decide on "Option 4" — a 
quick and massive helicopter evac- 


uation of all remaining official Ameri- 
cans from Vietnam. 


Minh, who had asked the Americans 


to leave, addressed his country for 60 
seconds 
Wednesday. He told his 


troops to lay down their arms and 
asked the Viet Cong to begin dis- 
cussions for what he called "turnover 
ceremonies." 


"All soldiers, be calm and remain 


where you are now," said the presi- 
dent. 


"I also call on soldiers not to open 


fire so that together we can discuss 
ways to hand over the reins of govern- 
ment without bloodshed." 


Minh proposed the formation of a 


new military and civilian adminis- 
tration. 


"In the interest of peace, nat':nal 


conciliation and concord of the people, 


I believe deeply in conciliation among 
the Vietnamese people," Minh sold. 


"Therefore, I call on all the soldiers 


of the Republic of Vietnam to stay 
where you ore. "We also call on the 
soldiers of the Provisional Revolution- 
ary government (Viet Cong) not to 
open fire because we here are waiting 
to meet with the government of the 
PRO to discus the turnover of the 
administration, both civilian and mili- 
tary, without causing senseless blood- 
shed to the people." 


Minutes after the Americans aban- 


doned the U.S. embassy^ Vietnamese 
broke inside and looted^he fortress- 
like building, carting off "anything 
that wasn't nailed down," then burned 
the building, said UPI Correspondent 
Alan Dawson, one of those who elect- 
ed to stay. 


As Minh spoke there was other loot- 


ing in the downtown area, and sol- 
diers fired over tnc heads of crowds, 
creating more panic. 


A few more people appeared to 


brave the around-the-clock curfew 
minutes after the announcement. But 
shellfirc continued and there was spo- 
radic small armsfire in the heart of 
the city after the president's brief ad- 
dress. 


Minh spoke as Communist forces 


fought toward the very center of the 
city. 


By mid-morning Saigon had seemed 


to be in a state of panic and imminent 
collapse. 


Police were ordered to raise white 


flags over their stations. Around the 
e m b a s s y , some Vietnamese still

Suburbanites relieved that U.S. is finally ending its involvement 
in Vietnam War; reject view that we let Vietnamese people down

"We should never have been there in the first 


place." 


Like Monday morning quarterbacks, people inter- 


viewed throughout the Northwest suburbs Tuesday 
reacted to the impending fall of South Vietnam. 


Most were relieved that the 14-year undeclared 


war finally was over for the Americans. Few be- 
lieved the United States had failed to live up to its 
promises. Nearly all said It had been a waste. 


"It's been like hopeless all along," said Barbara 


Hardt of DCS Plaines. She said the purpose of 
American involvement was to "help them so they 
could run the country themselves. But what has it 
been —15 or 20 years? It's sad." 


Teron Maddox of south suburban Dolton said the 


Communist takeover of South Vietnam was inevi- 
table. "I think they would hove taken over anyway. 
It's been a waste of time," he said. 


Others talked about the waste of American lives. 


"We lost 50,000 boys. That's enough of an obliga- 
tion," said John Zvonar of Arlington Heights, re- 
jecting any thought that the United States let the 
Vietnamese people down. 


"We should hove never gotten in," Zvonar said. 


"We've got nothing over there." 


CHARLES CAUFAL of Lake Geneva had two sons 


stationed In Vietnam. They are currently putting up 
the refugee tent camps on Guam. 


"They ought to have done that 10 years ago," 


Caufal said when informed that all Americans final- 
ly bad left Vietnam. "I wish it would have been 


over before." 


Some people talked about the waste of American 


money which amounted to $150 billion. "I think pos- 
sibly that Congress got tired of paying the bills," 
said E. R. DeMott of Mount Prospect. "The water 
bucket has been running for so long. It's about time 
it stopped." 


Even those who said they feared "the Communist 


tide" said they were glad to be out of Vietnam. 
"I'm an old-line American. Anything to stem Com- 
munism," said a man from Chicago who wished to 
remain anonymous. He said, however, that he Is not 
sure the Vietnam war was fought to stop Commu- 
nism. 


"Maybe it is just to keep industry going and our 


way of life," he said. 


TERRI TATE, a young Mount Prospect woman, 


said she feels no personal responsibility for the 
Vietnamese. "I didn't make the Vietnamese people 
any promises," she said. "The promises were made 
by somebody else than me without my permission." 


Dolores Kowalczyk of Arlington Heights said the 


Americans put forth more effort than the South 
Vietnamese, and therefore can't be criticized for 
pulling out. "It would seem we did more than they 
did," she said. 


Many of the people at Sandhurst Shopping Cen- 


ter, in downtown Arlington Heights and downtown 
Mount Prospect, said they had been against the 
Vietnam war from the start. John Esbrook of Mil- 
ford, Mich., was one of the few to admit an anti-war 
conversion about 3% years ago. 
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DisL 214 ivrapup 
Bilingual program 
continues in 75-76 


The High School Dist. 214 Board of Educntlon has approved the 


continuation of the Wheeling High School bilingual program for the 
1973-76 school year at a cost not to exceed $49,585. 


The action was subject to approval of the program by the Illinois 


Office of Education (IEO) and state financial support of the pro- 
gram of about $.15.000. 


About 29 students, primarily Spanish speaking, arc expected to 


enroll in the program next year. Though most of the students arc 
expected to come from the Wheeling attendance area, the program 
is open to any student In the district. 


Next year's program calls for the addition of a second section 


involving preschool children and another section for adults. 


The program this year cost about $18,000 with all but $14,000 paid 


for by the state. The sharp Increase in cost was due to new budg- 
eting procedures now used by the state and district which include 
nil costs of the program. 


Services that were used last year as part of the program, such as 


counseling, were not included in the budget. 


Work program to continue 


The board approved continuation of the work experience and ca- 


reer exploration program at Forest View High School. 


Cost for the program is expected to be about $30,670. The pro- 


gram still must be approved by the State Board of Vocational 
Education and Rehabilitation. The state is expected to contribute 
about $9.500 toward the program. 


The program for 14-and 15-year-old students at Forest View, al- 


lows the students who find it difficult to function in a typical school 
setting, to work at a job outside the school for up to three hours per 
day. 


The program, which is expected to have about 30 students next 


yenr. Is one of a limited number of such programs In the United 
States. 


Cosmetology program approved 


The board approved continuation of the district program In cos- 


metology at a cost not to exceed $34,123 for the 130 students ex- 
pected to participate In the program. 


Dlst. 214 has a cooperative agreement with the Arlington Acade- 


my of Beauty Culture Inc. and John and Louis Hairstylists, both of 
Arlington Heights and with the Northwest American School of 
Beauty Culture In DCS Plalnes. 


The firms provide both theory and practical training in cosme-

Thrcals of liquor store closings La 


Cook County failed Tuesday to sway 
the County Board, which endorsed a 
now tax on liquor, beer and wine. 


The board met as a finance com- 


mlttee-of-thc-whole to hear testimony 
from industry spokesmen and others 
during a -Uj-nour public hearing, and 


then endorsed the tax by a vote of II- 
2. 


Howard Schwarzbnch, president of 


the Illinois Liquor Stores Assn., said 
he uould close the Arlington Heights 
outlet of his Famous Liquors chain if 
the ordinance is adopted, because it is 
only three miles from Lake County in 
a "price-conscious area." ' 


County Board Prcs. George Dunne, 


who proposed the tax, said he did not 
believe Industry charges that shop- 
pers would cross county lines to avoid 
a 20-ccnt charge on a fifth of liquor. 


The tax, which still must be ap- 


proved at a regular meeting of the 
County Board, would tax liquor at $1 
a gallon, beer at 4 cents per gallon, 


and wine at 12 or 30 cents per gallon, 
depending on alcohol content. 


"IT'S A PENNY on a quart of beer. 


People who can't afford that, they 
can't afford to drink," Dunne said. He 
called the tax "the least distasteful" 
way to raise money. 


Angered by the liquor interests' ac- 


cusations, Dunne said alcohol causes 


more than drunk driving. "I don't 
know of anything that has a more hor- 
rendous effect on humanity than alco- 
hol when handled improperly, and 
very few of us handle it properly." 


The law as adopted by the com- 


mittee includes some changes from 
Dunne's original proposal. In final

President Ford said Marine helicop- 


ters escorted by F4 Phantom jets

Saigon's surrender came 12 days af-

"We should never have been there in the first 


place." 


Like Monday morning quarterbacks, people inter- 


viewed throughout the Northwest suburbs Tuesday 
reacted to the impending fall of South Vietnam. 


Most were relieved that the 14-year undeclared 


war finally was over for the Americans. Few be- 
lieved the United States had failed to live up to its 
promises. Nearly all said it had been a waste. 


"It's been like hopeless all along," said Barbara 


Hardt of DCS Plaincs. She said the purpose of 
American involvement was to "help them so they 
could run the country themselves. But what has It 
been —15 or 20 years? It's sod." 


Tcron Mnddox of south suburban Dolton said the 


Communist takeover of South Vietnam was inevi- 
table. "I think they would have taken over anyway. 
It's been a waste of time," he said. 


Others talked about the waste of American lives. 


"We lost 50,000 boys. That's enough of an obliga- 
tion," said John Zvonnr of Arlington Heights, re- 
jecting any thought that the United States let the 
Vietnamese people down. 


"We should have never gotten in," Zvonar said. 


"We've got nothing over there." 


CHARLES CAUFAL of Lake Geneva had two sons 


stationed in Vietnam. They ore currently putting up 
the refugee tent camps on Guam. 


"They ought to have dono that 10 years ago," 


Caufnl said when informed that all Americans final- 
ly bad left Vietnam. "I wish it would have been 


over before." 


Some people talked about the waste of American 


money which amounted to $150 billion. "I think pos- 
sibly that Congress got tired of paying the bills." 
said E. R. DeMott of Mount Prospect. "The water 
bucket has been running for so long. It's about time 
it stopped." 


Even those who said they feared "the Communist 


tide" said they were glad to be out of Vietnam. 
"I'm an old-line American. Anything to stem Com- 
munism," said a man from Chicago who wished to 
remain anonymous. He said, however, that he is not 
sure the Vietnam war was fought to stop Commu- 
nism. 


"Maybe it is just to keep industry going and our 


way of life," he said. 


TEKRI TATE, a young Mount Prospect woman, 


said she feels no personal responsibility for the 
Vietnamese. "I didn't make the Vietnamese people 
any promises," she said. "The promises were made 
by somebody else than me without my permission."

Howard Schwnrzbach, president of 


the Illinois Liquor Stores Assn., said 
he would close the Arlington Heights 
outlet of his Famous Liquors chain If 
the ordinance is adopted, because It is 
only three miles from Lake County in 
a "price-conscious area." 


County Board Pres. George Dunne, 


who proposed the tax, said he did not 
believe industry charges that shop- 
pers would cross county lines to avoid 
a 20-ccnt charge on a fifth of liquor. 


The tax, which still must bi ap- 


proved at a regular meeting of the 
County Board, would tax liquor at $1 
a gallon, beer at 4 cents per gallon, 


and wine at 12 or 30 cents per gallon, 
depending on alcohol content. 


"IT'S A PENNY on a quart of beer. 


People who can't afford that, they 
can't afford to drink," Dunne said. He 
called the tax "the least distasteful" 
way to raise money. 


Angered by the liquor interests' ac- 


cusations, Dunne said alcohol causes 


more than drunk driving. "I don't 
know of anything that has a more hor- 
rendous effect on humanity than alco- 
hol when handled Improperly, and 
very few of us handle it properly." 


The law as adopted by the com-

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S. Vietnam surrenders 


SAIGON (UPI) - South Vietnam 


surrendered Wednesday to the Com- 
unlsti and ended the war. 


President Duong Van Minh an- 


nounced the surrender hours after the 
United States pulled out of Vietnam, 
where It spent 14 years, $130 billion 
and more than 30.000 lives trying to 
stop a Communist takeover. 


Minh told government soldiers to 


stop fighting. 


The hasty helicopter lift hauled 


some »00 Americans from the country 
to uniting vessels In the South China 
Sea. The Stars and Stripes were 
pulled down at the U S embassy and 
officially ended the U.S presence — 
one of the major Communist demands 
before peace talks could start. 


Left behind wore a handful of 


Americans, including newsmen, who 
elected to stay. 


Minh's 
announcement ended 
35 


jcars of fighting in South Vietnam 
that began when the Japanese in- 
vaded Indochina in 1940. After World 
War II. the fighting continued with 
Communists, battling the French and 
later the American-backed govern- 
ment of South Vietnam. 


President Ford said Marine helicop- 


ters escorted by F4 Phantom jets 
evacuated all Americans who wanted 
to leave — about 000 of them — and 
that the pullout was successful, "clos- 
ing a chapter" on U.S. involvement in 
Indochina 


Saigon's surrender came 12 days af- 


ter Cambodia fell to the pro-Commu- 
nist Khmer Rouge rebels. 


The beginning of the end for South 


Vietnam was the government's deci- 
sion in mid-March to abandon prov- 
inces in the Central Highlands. Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese forces 
swept in and gained momentum that 
quickly carried them across the north- 
ern two-thirds of the country 


At the time of the surrender. Com- 


munist forces held three-fourths of 
South Vietnam and 23 of the country's 
44 provinces, and had Saigon itself all 
but surrounded with an estimated 
150,000 troops with tanks, artillery and 
rockets. 


The heaviest Communist attack of 


the war on Saigon's Tan Son Nhut air 
base early Tuesday killed two U.S. 
Marines 
and prompted 
President 


Ford to decide on "Option 4" — a 
quick and massive helicopter evac- 


uation of all remaining official Ameri- 
cans from Vietnam. 


Minh, who had asked the Americans 


to leave, addressed his country for 60 
seconds 
Wednesday. He told his 


troops to lay down their arms and 
asked the Viet Cong to begin dis- 
cussions for what he called "turnover 
ceremonies." 


"All soldiers, be calm and remain 


where you are now," said the presi- 
dent. 


"I also call on soldiers not to open 


fire so that together we can discuss 
ways to hand over the reins of govern- 
ment without bloodshed." 


Minh proposed the formation of a 


new military and civilian adminis- 
tration. 


"In the interest of peace, national 


conciliation and concord of the people, 


I believe deeply in conciliation among 
the Vietnamese people," Minh said. 


"Therefore, I call on all the soldiers 


of the Republic of Vietnam to stay 
where you arc. "We also call on the 
soldiers of the Provisional Revolution- 
ary government (Viet Cong) not to 
open fire because we here are waiting 
to meet with the government of the 
PRO to discuss the turnover of the 
administration, both civilian and mili- 
tary, without causing senseless blood- 
shed to the people." 


Minutes after the Americans aban- 


doned the U.S embassy, Vietnamese 
broke inside and looted the fortress- 
like building, carting off "anything 
that wasn't nailed down," then burned 
the building, said UPI Correspondent 
Alan Dawson, one of those who elect- 
ed to stay. 


As Minh spoke there was other loot- 


ing in the downtown area, and sol- 
diers fired over the heads of crowds, 
creating more panic. 


A few more people appeared to 


brave the around-the-clock curfew 
minutes after the announcement. But 
shellfire continued and there was spo- 
radic smalt armsfire in the heart of 
the city after the president's brief ad- 
dress 


Minh spoke as Communist forces 


fought toward the very center of the 
city. 


By mid-morning Saigon had seemed 


to be in a state of panic and imminent 
collapse 


Police were ordered to raise white 


flags over their stations. Around the 
e m b a s s y , some Vietnamese still

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Hopeless all along? 


Suburbanites relieved that U.S. is finally ending its involvement 
in Vietnam War; reject view that we let Vietnamese people down

"We should never have been there hi the first 


place." 


Like Monday morning quarterbacks, people inter- 


viewed throughout the Northwest suburbs Tuesday 
reacted to the impending fall of South Vietnam. 


Most were relieved that the 14-year undeclared 


war finally was over for the Americans. Few be- 
lieved the United States had failed to live up to its 
promises. Nearly all said it had been a waste. 


"It's been like hopeless all along," said Barbara 


Hardt of DCS Plalncs. She said the purpose of 
American Involvement was to "help them so they 
could run the country themselves. But what has it 
been — 15 or 20 years? It's sad." 


Tcron Maddox of south suburban Doltcn said the 


Communist takeover of South Vietnam was inevi- 
table. "I think they would have taken over anyway. 
It's been a waste of time," he said. 


Others talked about the waste of American lives. 


"We lost 50,000 boys. That's enough of an obliga- 
tion," said John Zvonar of Arlington Heights, re- 
jecting any thought that the United States let the 
Vietnamese people down. 


"We should have never gotten in," Zvonar said. 


"We've got nothing over there." 


CHARLES CAUFAL of Lake Geneva had two sons 


stationed In Vietnam. They are currently putting up 
the refugee tent camps on Guam. 


"They ought to have done that 10 years ago," 


Caufol said when informed that all Americans final- 
'y had left Vietnam. "I wish it would have been 


over before." 


Some people talked about the waste of American 


money which amounted to $150 billion. "I think pos- 
sibly that Congress got tired of paying the bills," 
said E. R. DeMott of Mount Prospect. "The water 
bucket has been running for so long. It's about time 
it stopped." 


Even those who said they feared "the Communist 


tide" said they were glad to be out of Vietnam. 
"I'm an old-line American. Anything to stem Com- 
munism," said a man from Chicago who wished to 
remain anonymous. He said, however, that he is not 
sure the Vietnam war was fought to stop Commu- 
nism. 


"Maybe it is just to keep industry going and our 


way of life," he said. 


TERRI TATE, a young Mount Prospect woman, 


said she feels no personal responsibility for the 
Vietnamese. "I didn't make the Vietnamese people 
any promises," she said. "The promises were made 
by somebody else than me without my permission." 


Delores Kowalczyk of Arlington Heights saiu the 


Americans put forth more effort than the South 
Vietnamese, and therefore can't be criticized for 
pulling out. "It would seem we did more than they 
did," she said. 


Many of the people at Randhurst Shopping Cen- 


ter, in downtown Arlington Heights and downtown 
Mount Prospect, said they had been against the 
Vietnam war from the start. John Esbrook of Mil- 
ford, Mich., was one of the few to admit an anti-war 
conversion about 3£ years ago.

County Board backs new tax on liquor, beer 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Threats of liquor store closings In 


Cook County failed Tuesday to sway 
the County Board, which endorsed a 
now tax on liquor, beer and wine. 


The board met as a finance cum- 


mlltoc-of-the-whole to hear testimony 
from Industry spokesmen and others 
during a 4'z-hour public hearing, and 


then endorsed the tax by a vote of 11- 
o 


Howard Schwarzbach, president of 


the Illinois Liquor Stores Assn., said 
he would close the Arlington Heights 
outlet of his Famous Liquors chain If 
the ordinance is adopted, because It is 
only three miles from Lake County in 
a "price-conscious area." 


County Board Prcs. George Dunne, 


who proposed the tax, said he did not 
believe Industry charges that shop- 
pers would cross county lines to avoid 
a 20-ccnt charge on a fifth of liquor. 


The tax, which still must be ap- 


proved at a regular meeting of the 
County Board, would tax liquor at $1 
a fallen, beer at 4 cents per gallon, 


and wine at 12 or 30 cents per gallon, 
depending on alcohol content. 


"tT'S A PENNY on a quart of beer. 


People who can't afford that, they 
can't afford to drink," Dunne said. He 
called the tax "the least distasteful" 
way to raise money. 


Angered by the liquor interests' ac- 


cusations, Dunne said alcohol causes 


more than drunk driving. "I don't 
know of anything that has a more hor- 
rendous effect on humanity than alco- 
hol when handled improperly, and 
very few of us handle it properly." 


The law as adopted by the com- 


mittee Includes some changes from 
Dunne's original proposal. In final

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S. Vietnam surrenders 


SAIGON (UPI) - South Vietnam 


surrendered Wednesday to the Com- 
unlsts and ended the war. 


President Duong Van Minn an- 


nounced the surrender hours after the 
United States pulled out of Vietnam, 
where It spent 14 years, $150 billion 
and more than 50,000 lives trying to 
stop a Communist takeover. 


Minn told government soldiers to 


slop fighting. 


The hasty helicopter lift hauled 


some 900 Americans from the country 
to walling vessels In the South China 
Sea 
The Stars and Stripes were 


pulled down at the U.S embassy and 
officially ended the U.S presence — 
one of the major Communist demands 
before peace talks could start. 


Left behind were ,1 handful of 


Americans, Including newsmen, who 
elected to stay. 


Mmh's 
announcement ended 
35 


years of fighting in South Vietnam 
that began when the Japanese in- 
vaded Indochina in IWO. After World 
War II. the fighting continued with 
Communists battling the French and 
later the American-backed govern- 
ment of South Vietnam. 


President Ford said Marine helicop- 


ter-, escorted by F4 Phantom jets 
evacuated all Americans who wanted 
to leave — about 900 of them — and 
that the pullout was successful, "clos- 
ing a chapter" on U S involvement in 
Indochina 


Saigon'* surrender came II! days af- 


ter Cambodia fell to the pro-Commu- 
nist Khmer Rouge rebels. 


The beginning of the end for South 


Vietnam was the government's deci- 
sion in mid-March to abandon prov- 
inces in the Central Highlands. Viet 
Cong and North Vietnamese forces 
swept in and gained momentum that 
quickly carried them across the north- 
ern two-thirds of the country. 


At the time of the surrender, Com- 


munist forces held three-fourths of 
South Vietnam and 23 of the country's 
44 provinces, and had Saigon itself all 
but surrounded with an estimated 
150,000 troops with tanks, artillery and 
rockets. 


The heaviest Communist attack of 


the war on Saigon's Tan Son Nhut air 
base early Tuesday killed two U.S. 
Marines and prompted 
President 


Ford to decide on "Option 4" — a 
quick and massive helicopter evac- 


uation of all remaining official Ameri- 
cans from Vietnam. 


Minn, who had asked the Americans 


to leave, addressed his country for 60 
seconds 
Wednesday. He told 
his 


troops to lay down their arms and 
asked the Viet Cong to begin dis- 
cussions for what he called "turnover 
ceremonies." 


"All soldiers, be calm and remain 


where you arc now," said the presi- 
dent. 


"I also call on soldiers not to open 


fire so that together we can discuss 
ways to hand over the reins of govern- 
ment without bloodshed." 


Minh proposed the formation of a 


new military and civilian adminis- 
tration. 


"In the interest of peace, national 


conciliation and concord of the people, 


I believe deeply in conciliation among 
the Vietnamese people," Minh said. 


"Therefore, I call on all the soldiers 


of the Republic of Vietnam to stay 
where you are. "We also call on the 
soldiers of the Provisional Revolution- 
ary government (Viet Cong) not to 
open fire because we here are waiting 
to meet with the government of the 
PRG to discuss the turnover of the 
administration, both civilian and mili- 
tary, without causing senseless blood- 
shed to the people." 


Minutes after the Americans aban- 


doned the U.S. embassy, Vietnamese 
broke inside and looted the fortress- 
like building, carting off "anything 
that wasn't nailed down," then burned 
the building, said UPI Correspondent 
Alan Dawson, one of those who elect- 
ed to stay. 


As Minh spoke there was other loot- 


ing In the downtown area, and sol- 
diers fired over the heads of crowds, 
creating more panic. 


A few more people appeared to 


brave the around-the-clock curfew 
minutes after the announcement. But 
shellfire continued and there was spo- 
radic small armsfire in the heart of 
the city after the president's brief ad- 
dress. 


Minh spoke as Communist forces 


fought toward the very center of the 
city. 


By mid-morning Saigon had seemed 


to be in a state of panic and imminent 
collapse. 


Police were ordered to raise white 


flags over their stations. Around the 
e m b a s s y , some Vietnamese still

Miseska to file 
suit contesting 
city election 


A Circuit Court suit contesting the 


Rolling Meadows mayoral election 
will be filed late this week or early 
next week, William F. Scaimcll, attor- 
ney for William J. Misuska. said 
Tuesday. 


Scanncll said Miseska will not '.vail 


for a discovery recount of the April 15 
returns showing Mayor Roland J. 
Meyer with a 69-\olc victory. The 
recount is scheduled for the May 13 
city council meeting, but Scanncll 
said delaying it that long violates the 
Illinois Election Code. 


"I would not think that we're going 


to wait that long," Scanncll said. A 
decision on the liming of the suit will 
be made by Thursday, he said. 


Scanncll charged the city with 


wholesale violations of the state code. 
"Whoever was running that election 
has managed to not comply with al- 
most every provision of the election 
code," he said, terming city proce- 
dure "the grossest noncompllancc 
with election law I have ever seen. 


"They have a very Interesting view 


of election laws In Rolling Meadows," 
he said. Rolling Meadows' election 
"will no a cause cclcbrc among elec- 
tion attorneys" In the Chicago area, 
and has "opened n great many avc- 
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nucs which have not been opened in 
the State of Illinois." 


SCANNKLL HAS charged the city 


violated the election code election 
night when former City Clerk Eileen 
KornaU and Deputy Clerk Elizabeth 
Houldsworth opened scaled envelopes 
containing returns as they were 
brought to city hall. 


Sea line II cited state law requiring 


the envelopes remain sealed until the 
official cbctlon canvass, which was 
April 22. The statute appears to sup- 
port Scnnnell's contention, stating 
healed envelopes arc to be prepared 
by election judges and addressed to 
the city clerk and the county judge, 
and "it shall be the duty of such offi- 
cer ... In safely keep such envelopes 
unopened until called for by the can- 
vassing board." 


Scannoll also charged this week the. 


city council acted improperly when it 
canvassed the election because It did 
not formally adjourn from its council 
meeting and reconvene as a canvass- 
ing board.

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Hopeless all along? 


Suburbanites relieved that U.S. is finally ending its involvement 
in Vietnam War; reject view that we let Vietnamese people down

"We should never have been there in the first 


place." 


Like Monday morning quarterbacks, people inter- 


viewed throughout the Northwest suburbs Tuesday 
reacted to the impending fall of South Vietnam. 


Most were relieved that the 14-year undeclared 


war finally was over for the Americans. Few be- 
lieved the United States had failed to live up to its 
promises. Nearly all said It had been a waste. 


"It's been like hopeless all along," said Barbara 


Hardt of Des Plalnes. She said the purpose of 
American involvement was to "help them so they 
could run the country themselves. But what has it 
been —15 or 20 years? It's sad." 


Tcron Maddox of south suburban Dolton said the 


Communist takeover of South Vietnam was inevi- 
table. "I think they would have taken over anyway. 
It's been n waste of time," he said. 


Others talked about the waste of American lives. 


"We lost 50,000 boys. That's enough of an obliga- 
tion," said John Zvonar of Arlington Heights, re- 
jecting any thought that the. United States let the 
Vietnamese people down. 


"We should have never gotten in," Zvonar said. 


"We've got nothing over there." 


CHARLES CAUFAL of Lake Geneva had two sons 


stationed in Vietnam. They are currently putting up 
the refugee tent camps on Guam. 


"They ought to have done that 10 years ago," 


Caufal said when informed that all Americana final- 
ly bad left Vietnam. "I wish it would have been 


over before." 


Some people talked about the waste of American 


money which amounted to $150 billion. "I think pos- 
sibly that Congress got tired of paying the bills," 
said E. U. DeMott of Mount Prospect. "The water 
bucket has been running for so long. It's about time 
it stopped." 


Even those who said they feared "the Communist 


tide" said they were glad to bo out of Vietnam. 
"I'm an old-line American. Anything to stem Com- 
munism," said a man from Chicago who wished to 
remain anonymous. He said, however, that he is not 
sure the Vietnam war was fought to stop Commu- 
nism. 


"Maybe it is just to keep industry going and our 


way of life," he said. 


TERRI TATE, a young Mount Prospect woman, 


said she feels no personal responsibility for the 
Vietnamese. "I didn't make the Vietnamese people 
any promises," she said. "The promises were made 
by somebody else than me without my permission." 


Delorcs Kowalczyk of Arlington Heights said the 


Americans put forth more effort than the South 
Vietnamese, and therefore can't be criticized for 
pulling out. "It would seem we did more than they 
did," she said. 


Many of the people at Sandhurst Shopping Cen- 


ter,'in downtown Arlington Heights and downtown 
Mount Prospect, said they had been against the 
Vietnam war from the start. John Esbrook of Mil- 
ford, Mich., was one of the few to admit an anti-war 
conversion about 3% years ago.

Tito High School Dlst. 214 Board of Education lias approved the 


continuation of the Wheeling High School bilingual program for the 
IU73-7B school year at a cost not to exceed $49,583. 


The action was subject to approval of the program by the Illinois 


Office of Education (IEO) and state financial support of the pro- 
gram nf alxnit $.15,000. 


About 29 students, primarily Spanish speaking. a:u expected to 


enroll in the program next year. Though most of the students are 
expected to come from the Wheeling attendance area, the program 
is open to any student In the district. 


Next year's program calls for the addition of a second section 


Involving pri"schooi children and another section for adults. 


The program this year cost about $18,000 with all but $14,000 paid 


for by the state. The sharp increase In cost was due to new budg- 
eting procedures now used by the state and district which Include 
all costs of the program. 


Services that were used last year as part of the program, such as 


counseling, were not Included In the budget. 


Work program to continue 


The board approved continuation of the work experience and ca- 


reer exploration program at Forest View High School. 


Cost for the program is expected to be about $30,670. The pro- 


gram still must be approved by the State Board of Vocational 
Kducatlon and Rehabilitation. The state is expected to contribute 
about $9.500 toward the program. 


The program for 14-atul 13-year-old students at Forest View, al- 


lows the student* who find It difficult to function in a typical school 
.setting, to work at a job outside the school for up to three hours per 
day. 


The program, which is expected to have about 30 students next 


year, is one of a limited number of such programs In the United 
States. 


Cosmetology program approved 


The board approved continuation of the district program In cos- 


metology at a cost not to exceed $34,123 for the 130 student* ex- 
pected to participate in the program. 


Dlst. 214 has a cooperative agreement with the Arlington Acade- 


my of Beauty Culture Inc. and John and Louis Hairstylists, both of 
Arlington Heights and with the N'ortrmc&l American School of 
Bv.iiity Culture In DCS Plalncs. 


The firms provide both theory and practical training in cosme- 


tology for district students during the two-year program. Students 
UMi.illy go on to obtain a state license.

Racing at Arlington Park? 
Motorcycle noise law may be eased

Arlington Heights' environmental 


control commission will hold a special 
meeting tonight to consider a state 
proposal to exempt motor racing, in- 
cluding motorcycles, from current 
noise pollution standards. 


If the noise regulations are re- 


moved, some commission members 
fear it could become an incentive for 
motorcycle, or even auto racing at 
Arlington Park Race Track. 


Commission members arc expected 


to ask the village board for authority 
to represent the Village of Arlington 
Heights May 7 at an Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency hearing on 
the proposed exemption. 


The EPA is recommending that sep- 


arate noise-control standards be de- 
veloped to govern motor racing. 


MAXIMUM NOISE levels already 


established by the EPA will go into 
effect Aug. 10. 


"Obviously, if separate numerical 


limitations (on noise) have to be devel- 
oped for the sport of motor racing, 


they won't be ready on time," com- 
mission member Marilyn Macko said 
Tuesday. 


"Personally, I would rather see the 


noise controls amended at some fu- 
ture time for motor racing, if this is 
desirable, rather than (have the 
EPA) grant an exemption," she said. 


Also of concern to commission mem- 


bers is an Illinois Senate bill, now 
pending, to exempt unconditionally 
motor racing from noise pollution con- 
trols. The bill has been recommended 
for passage by a Senate committee. 


"If this bill is passed, it could make 


any (EPA) regulation a rather moot 
point," Mrs. Macko said. 


IN SEPTEMBER 1971, one night of 


professional motorcycle racing at Ar- 
lington Park brought numerous com- 
plaints from 
residents 
about 
the 


lights, noise and dust from the event. 


V i l l a g e officials monitored the 


sound from the race, called the Yam- 
aha Gold Cup, at various locations in 
and around the race track. 


The village board ultimately voted 


not to approve special use permits for 
any motorcycle races at Arlington 
Park, and no other races were ever 
proposed. 


Mrs. Macko said Tuesday the pro- 


posed exemption for motor racing was 
unusual because it was initiated by 
the EPA itself, rather than as a 
request to the EPA from the motor 
racing industry. 


"Normally, the procedure is to ask 


for a variance from the regulation if a 
particular hardship exists," she said. 


IT IS IMPORTANT that the village 


be represented at the May 7 hearing, 


Mrs. Macko s>aid, because the poten- 
tial for motor racing at Arlington 
Park does exist. 


"I grew up in southern Illinois and 


we had a stock-car track. But it was 
five miles out of town and didn't 
cause any problem. The area we're 
dealing with here (Arlington Park) is 
in the midst of a residential area," 
she sa.d.

THE DISTRICT Monday announced 


latest attendance projections for the 
next eight years which forecast a 22 
per cent drop In district enrollment by 
the 1982-83 school year. Present en- 
rollment of 19,455 students is expected 
to drop to 15,325 by then. 


Several schools will be hit with sev- 


ere student loss under present bound- 
aries. Arlington High School Is pro- 
jected to drop from its present 2,350 
students to 1,345 students in 1982-83, a 
43 per cent reduction. Prospect High 
School is projected to drop from 2,380 
students to 1,575, a 34 per cent drop. 


The board Monday called for a long- 


range study of district enrollment 
which will include Investigation of the 
possibility of closing one or more 
schools or complete redrawing of dis- 
trict attendance boundaries. 


Boys will be cut from the Rolling 


Meadows Boys Baseball League this 
summer unless more adults volunteer 
to umpire, Tony Varchclto, league 
president, said Monday. 


"How can jou tell a boy he can't 


play baseball because the adults in 
his community don't care enough to 
help out? It looks like we may find 
out," lie said. 


Bob Chchus, a league member, said 


this is the first time since the league 
was formed that it has been unable to 
locate ' enough adults to umpire 
games. "We've always had enough in- 
terest that we didn't have this prob- 
lem before," he said. The league de- 
liberately did not raise registration 
fees this year because it was aware 
some families face economic prob- 
lems and wanted to guarantee "no 
one would be left out for lack of 
funds," he said. 


THE LEAGUE serves about 450 


boys from the Rolling Meadows area, 
Vnrchctto said. Umpires normally ref- 
eree one game per week, in the eve- 
ning, for about two hours. The season 
lasts 10 weeks. Both men and women 


volunteer umpires would be wel- 
comed, and would receive instruction 
through the league, Varchetto said. 


"The league will be forced to cancel 


games for the spring 1975 reason un- 
less a few adults volunteer," Var- 
chetto said. He urged interested 
adults to "please lend a hand. Don't 
let the games be canceled due to lack 
of interest."

Anyone who cannot 
attend the meeting but still wishes to

On the three-day question, Scanncll 


charged the city is "ignoring the stat- 
ute" and said under Rose's inter- 
pretation "no three-day limit could be 
applied." Rose was not available for 
comment Tuesday. 


Scannell said there is "a distinct 


possibility" he will file a suit for Mis- 
eska in federal court, asking a new 
election be ordered. The new election 
would cover all offices, and not just 
the mayoral race, he said. The suit 
also would seek an award of financial 
damages to his client, alleging viola- 
tion of civil rights law, Scanncll said. 


SCANNELL SAID the suit would not 


claim Miseska's civil rights were vio- 
lated unless "It can be shown there 
was a conspiracy of certain public of- 
ficials in fraudulent behavior." Scan- 
nell said he has no evidence "at this 
time" that such behavior occurred, 
but referred to an investigation of the 
election by the state's attorney's of- 
fice. 


Instead, Scanncll said, a federal suit 


would claim the civil rights of individ- 
ual voters had been violated. Although 
no voters have volunteered informa- 
tion of such violations to him, Scan- 
nell said, "The people of Rolling 
Meadows arc going to have to decide 
what they want to do." 


He pointed to multiple cases of vot- 


ers' records being misplaced, and 
said while some persons were per- 
mitted to vote by affidavit others may 
have been prevented from voting. 


A decision on whether to file a fed- 


eral court suit probably will be made 
next week, Scannell said.

County Board backs new tax on liquor, beer

Threats of liquor store closings In 


Cook County (ailed Tuesday to sway 
tho County Board, which endorsed a 
now tax on llqucr, beer and wine. 


The board met as a finance com- 


mlltefrof-the-whole to hear testimony 
from industry spokesmen and others 
during a 4&-hour public hearing, and 


then endorsed the tax by a vote of 11- 
2. 


Howard Schwarzbach, president of 


tho Illinois Liquor Stores Assn., said 
he would close the Arlington Heights 
outlet of his Famous Liquors chain if 
the ordinance Is adopted, because it is 
only three miles from Lake County in 
a "price-conscious area." 


County Board Pres. George Dunne, 


who proposed the 'tax, said he did not 
believe Industry charges that shop- 
pers would cross county lines to.avoid 
a 20-cent charge on a fifth of liquor. 


The tax, which still must be ai> 


proved at a regular meeting of the 
County Board, would tax liquor at $1 
a gallon, beer at 4 cents per gallon, 


and wine at 12 or 30 cents per gallon, 
depending on alcohol content. 


"IT'S A PENNY on a quart of beer. 


People who can't afford that, they 
can't afford to drink," Dunne said. He 
called the tax "the least distasteful" 
way to raise money. 


Angered by the liquor interests' ac- 


cusations, Dunne said alcohol causes 


more than drunk driving. "I don't 
know of anything that has a more hor- 
rendous effect on humanity than alco- 
hol when handled improperly, and 
very few of us handle it properly."

SAIGON (UPI) - South Vietnam 


surrendered Wednesday to the Com- 
unl»ts and ended the war. 


President Duong Van Minn an- 


nounced the surrender hours after the 
United States pulled out of Vietnam, 
where it spent 14 years, $150 billion 
and more than 50,000 lives trying to 
stop a Communist takeover. 


Minh told government soldiers to 


stop fighting. 


The hasty helicopter lift hauled 


some BOO Americans from tho country 
to waiting vessels in the South China 
Sea. The Stars and Stripes were 
pulled down at the U.S. embassy and 
officially ended the U.S. presence — 
one of the major Communist demands 
before peace talks could start. 


Left behind were a handful of 


Americans, including newsmen, who 
elected to stay. 


Minn's announcement ended 35 


years of fighting in South Vietnam 
that began when the Japanese in- 
vaded Indochina in 1940. After World 
War II, the fighting continued with 
Communists battling the French and 
later tin American-backed govern- 
ment of South Vietnam. 


President Ford said Marine helicop- 


ters escorted by F4 Phantom jets 
evacuated all Americans who wanted 
to leave — about 900 of them — and 
that the pullout was successful, "clos- 
ing a chapter" on U.S. involvement in 
Indochina. 


Saigon's surrender came 12 days af- 


ter Cambodia fell to the pro-Commu- 
nist Khmer Rouge rebels.

Trustees pass 
record budget 
by 4-2 margin 


A record $7.2 million village budget 


was passed by the Palatine Village 
Board Tuesday night in a special 
meeting that lasted just 10 minutes. 


Although the budget tops the cur- 


rent budget of $6.6 million, It has of- 
ten been referred to as "austere." 
Trustees cited an annual inflation rate 
of 12 per cent as tho reason for the 
Increase despite a virtual freeze on 
capital purchases and the hiring of 
now personnel. 


Tho new budget goes into effect 


with the start of tho 1975-76 fiscal year 
Thursday. 


TUB BUDGET WAS approved by a 


4-10-2 vote, with Trustees Fred H. Za- 
jonc and Bryan P. Coughlin Jr. voting 
against H. 


Trustee Richard W. Fonte, chair- 


man of the administration, finance 
and legislation committee, described 
It as a "hold-thc-lino" budget. 


"Wo have tho available revenues to 


do all the projects there (in the budg- 
et)," he said and forecast a $5,000 sur- 
plus at the end of tho fiscal year, 
April 30,1076. 


Other supporters of the new budget, 


Including Village Mgr. Anton Harwig, 
have said there will be no new taxes 
to pay for the projects. 


However, Zajonc blasted the budget

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Vietnam was the government's deci- 
sion in mid-March to abandon prov- 
inces in the Central Highlands.

Teron Maddox of south suburban Dolton said the 


Communist takeover of South Vietnam was inevi- 
table. "I think they would have taken over anyway. 
It's been a waste of time," he said.

"We lost 50,000 boys. That's enough of an obliga- 
tion," said John Zvonar of Arlington Heights, re- 
jecting any thought that the United States let the 
Vietnamese people down. 


"We should have never gotten in," Zvonar said. 


"We've got nothing over there." 


CHARLES CAUFAL of Lake Geneva had two sons 


stationed in Vietnam. They are currently putting up 
the refugee tent camps on Guam.

"They ought to have done that 10 years ago," 


Caufal said when informed that all Americans final- 
ly had left Vietnam. "I wish it would have been 


over before." 


Some people talked about the waste of American 


money which amounted to $150 billion. "I think pos- 
sibly that Congress got tired of paying the bills," 
said E. R. DeMott of Mount Prospect. "The water 
bucket has been running for so long. It's about time 
it stopped." 


Even those who said they feared "the Communist 


tide'f sold they were glad to be out of Vietnam. 
"I'm an old-line American. Anything to stem Com- 
munism," said a man from Chicago who wished to 
remain anonymous. He said, however, that he is not 
sure the Vietnam war was fought to stop Commu- 
nism. 


"Maybe it is just to keep industry going and our 


way of life," he said. 


TERRI TATE, a young Mount Prospect woman, 


said she feels no personal responsibility for the 
Vietnamese. "I didn't moke the Vietnamese people 
any promises," she said. "The promises were made 
by somebody else than me without my permission."

that the pullout was successful, "clos- 
ing a chapter" on U.S. involvement in 
Indochina.

Predictions of radically falling en- 


rollment in High School Dlst. 214 have 
forced a citizens' committee studying 
building additions to shelve plans for 
a $24-mlllion June referendum. 


"We still believe curtain facilities 


arc Mill needed at each school to pro- 
vide equal educational opportunities, 
In arcn* such us girls' athletics, sci- 
ence and swimming pools." said 
James Stoll. committee chairman. 
"But now the board and adminis- 
tration Is faced with he serious prob- 
lem of how to adjust lo rapidly declin- 
ing population." 


Stoll said the committee will go to 


the board of education May 12 lo "in- 
dicate our position."

Suburbanites relieved that U.S. is finally ending its involvement 
in Vietnam War; reject view that we let Vietnamese people down

"We should never have been there in the first 


place." 


Like Monday morning quarterbacks, people inter- 


viewed throughout the Northwest suburbs Tuesday 
reacted to the impending fall of South Vietnam. 


Most were relieved that the 14-year undeclared 


Few be- 
lieved the United States had failed to live up to its 
promises. Nearly all said it had been a waste. 


"It's been like hopeless all along," said Barbara 


Hnrdt of DCS Plaines. She said the purpose of 
American Involvement was to "help them so they 
could run the country themselves. But what has it 
been — 15 or 20 years? It's sad." 


Tcron Maddox of south suburban Dolton said the 


Communist takeover of South Vietnam was inevi- 
table. "I think they would have taken over anyway. 
It's been a waste of time," he said. 


Others talked about the waste of American lives. 


"We lost 50,000 boys. That's enough of an obliga- 
tion," said John Zvonnr of Arlington Heights, re- 
jecting any thought that the United States let the 
Vietnamese people down. 


"We should have never gotten In," Zvonar said. 


"We've got nothing over there." 


CHARLES CAUFAL of Lake Geneva had two sons 


stationed in Vietnam. They are currently putting up 
the refugee tent camps on Guam. 


"They ought to have done that 10 years ago," 


Caufnl said when informed that all Americans final- 
ly had left Vietnam. "I wish it would have been 


over before." 


Some people talked about the waste of American 


money which amounted to $150 billion. "I think pos- 
sibly that Congress got tired of paying the bills," 
said E. R. DeMott of Mount Prospect. "The water 
bucket has been running for so long. It's about time 
it stopped." 


Even those who said they feared "the Communist

More than 40 parents and teachers 


voiced mixed reactions to the con- 
troversial modified open curriculum 
at Bond School Tuesday night in the 
first of three meetings being held this 
week to gather parent and teach- 
er opinions on the school's three-year- 
old program.

But strong parent crit- 
icism of the program this year pro- 
moted the PTA to sponsor this scries 
of opinion-gathering meetings. 


Speaking to a panel of parents and 


teachers who will later compile a re- 
port on the meeting, members of the 
audience expressed concerns about 
student discipline and motivation un- 
der the modified open program at 
Bond. 


MARILYN PAULSEN, mother of 


two Bond students, complained that 
the school's program failed to moti- 
vate her children. 


"I have to challenge the original 


premise of this program, that an av- 
erage child might not do better but 
will not do worse in the program," 
she said. One of her children "learned 
he could do well by doing very little" 
in the loosely structural classroom 
setting, she said. 


Jackie Pracko, a former "parent 


aide" at Bond said she saw many dis- 
cipline problems In her work at 
school. "At th>s school, kids arc given 
a free hand and their sense of rcspon- 
sibiity is impaired," she said. 


Because the open classroom gives 


students more free time to work on 
their own, some parents sold they 
feared their children would not learn 
to tackle challenging materials. 


"WHAT AVERAGE child is moti- 


vated to do tedious difficult work like 
times labels on his own:" said Sucllen 
Padrone, a Bond parent, who has 
worked as a school aide. 


Despite their criticism of the pro- 


gram, parents gave unanimous sup- 
port to the Bond teachers. "I sec the 


teachers working here every day and 
they do a tremendous job," said Betty 
Lcdgerwood, a Bond parent who also 
is school secretary. "These teachers 
and this program do work toward 
helping each child individually," she 
said. 


Parents may transfer their children 


from Bond to any other Dist. 20 school 
and receive bus service, said Bond 
Principal Glenn Erickson. Several 
parents in the audience said they 
chose to transfer their children from, 
other schools to Bond because of the 
open format. 


Another session will be from 1:30 to

Howard Schwarzbach, president of 


the Illinois Liquor Stores Assn., said 
he would close the Arlington Heights 
outlet of his Famous Liquors chain If 
the ordinance is adopted, because It Is 
only three miles from Lake County in 
a "price-conscious area." 


County Board Pres. George Dunne, 


who proposed the tax, said he did not 
believe Industry charges that shop- 
pers would cross county lines to avoid 
a 20-cent charge on a fifth of liquor. 


The tax, which still must be ap- 


proved at a regular meeting of the 
County Board, would tax liquor at $1 
a gallon, beer at 4 cents per gallon, 


and wine at 12 or 30 cents per gallon, 
depending on alcohol content. 


"IT'S A PENNY on a quart of beer. 


People who can't afford that, they 
can't afford to drink," Dunne sold. He 
called, the tax "the least distasteful" 
way to raise money.

Ford to decide on "Option 4" — a 
quick and massive helicopter evac- 


uation of all remaining official Ameri- 
cans from Vietnam. 


Minn, who had asked the Americans 


to leave, addressed his country for 60 
seconds Wednesday. He told his 
troops to lay down their arms and 
asked the Viet Cong to begin dis- 
cussions for what he called "turnover 
ceremonies." 


"All soldiers, be calm and remain 


where you are now," said the presi- 
dent. 


"I also call on soldiers not to open 


fire so that together we can discuss 
ways to hand over the reins of govern- 
ment without bloodshed." 


Minn proposed the formation of a 


new military and civilian adminis- 
tration. 


"In the interest of peace, national 


conciliation and concord of the people, 


I believe deeply in conciliation among 
the Vietnamese people," Minh said. 


"Therefore, I call on all the soldiers 


of the Republic of Vietnam to stay 
where you are. "We also call on the 
soldiers of the Provisional Revolution- 
ary government (Viet Cong) not to 
open fire because we here are waiting 
to meet with the government of the 
PRG to discuss the turnover of the 
administration, both civilian and mili- 
tary, without causing senseless blood- 
shed to the people." ' 


Minutes after th«j Americans aban- 


doned the U.S. embassy, Vietnamese 
broke inside and looted the fortress- 
like building, carting off "anything 
that wasn't nailed down," then burned 
the building, said UPI Correspondent 
Alan Dawson, one of those who elect- 
ed to stay. 


As Minn spoke there was other loot- 


ing in the downtown area, and sol- 
diers fired over the heads of crowds, 
creating more panic. 


A few more people appeared to 


brave the around-the-clock curfew 
minutes after the announcement. But 
shellfire continued and there was spo- 
radic small armsfire in the heart of 
the city after the president's brief ad- 
dress. 


Minh spoke 'as Communist forces 


fought toward the very center of the 
city. 


By mid-morning Saigon had seemed 


to be in a state of panic and imminent 
collapse. 


Police were ordered to raise white 


flags over their stations. Around the

"We should never have been there in the first 


place." 


Like Monday morning quarterbacks, people inter- 


viewed throughout the Northwest suburbs Tuesday 
reacted to the Impending fall of South Vietnam. 


Most were relieved that the 14-year undeclared 


war finally was over for the Americans. Few be- 
lieved the United States had failed to live up to its 
promises. Nearly all said it had been a waste. 


"It's been like hopeless all along," said Barbara 


Hardt of Des Plaines. She said the purpose of 
American involvement was to "help them so they 
could run the country themselves. But what has It 
been —15 or 20 years? It's sad." 


Teron Maddox of south suburban Dolton said the 


Communist takeover of South Vietnam was inevi- 
table. "I think they would have taken over anyway. 
It's been a waste of time," he said. 


Others talked about the waste of American lives. 


"We lost 50,000 boys. That's enough of an obliga- 
tion," said John Zvonar of Arlington Heights, re- 
jecting any thought that the United States'let the 
Vietnamese people down. 


"We should have never gotten in," Zvonar said. 


"We've got nothing over there." 


CHARLES CAUFAL of Lake Geneva had two sons 


stationed in Vietnam. They are currently putting up 
the refugee teat camps on Guam. 


"They ought to have done that 10 years ago," 


Caufal said when informed that all Americans final- 
ly bad left Vietnam. "I wish it would have been 


over before." 


Some people talked about the waste of American 


money which amounted to $150 billion. "I think pos- 
sibly that Congress got tired of paying the bills," 
said E. R. DeMott of Mount Prospect. "The water 
bucket has been running for so long. It's about time 
it stopped." 


Even these who said they feared "the Communist 


tide" said they were glad to be out of Vietnam. 
"I'm an old-line American. Anything to stem Com- 
munism," said a man from Chicago who wished to 
remain anonymous. He said, however, that he is not 
sure the Vietnam war was fought to stop Commu- 
nism. 


"Maybe it is just to keep industry going and our 


way of life," he said. 


TERRI TATE, a young Mount Prospect woman, 


said she feels no personal responsibility for the 
Vietnamese. "I didn't make the Vietnamese people 
any promises," she said. "The promises were made 
by somebody else than me without my permission." 


Delores Kowalczyk of Arlington Heights said the 


Americans put forth more effort than the South 
Vietnamese, and therefore can't be criticized for 
pulling out "It would seem we did more than they, 
did," she said. 


Many of the people at Randhurst Shopping Cen- 


ter, In downtown Arlington Heights and downtown 
Mount Prospect, said they had been against the 
Vietnam war from the start. John Esbrook of Mil- 
ford, Mich., was one of the few to admit an anti-war 
conversion about 3&years ago. 
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Racing at Arlington Park? 
Motor racing may be exempted from noise laws

control commission will hold a special 
meeting tonight to consider a .state 
proposal to exempt motor racing, in- 
cluding motorcycles, from 
current 


nolie pollution standards. 


If the noise regulations are 
re- 


moved, some commission members 
fear it could become an incentive for 
motorcycle, or even aulo racing at 
Arlington I'ark Race Trade. 


Commission members arc expected 


to ask the village board for authority 
to represent the Village of Arlington 


Heights May 7 at an Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency hearing on 
the proposed exemption. 


The EPA is recommending that sep- 


arate noise-control standards be de- 
veloped to govern motor racing. 


.MAXIMUM NOISE levels already 


established by the EPA will go into 
effect Aug. 10. 


"Obviously, if separate numerical 


limitations (on noise) have to be devel- 
oped [or the sport of motor racing, 
they won't lie ready on time." com- 
mission mcml>cr Marilyn Macko said 
Tuesday. 


"Personally, I would rather see the 


noise controls amended at some fu- 
ture time for motor racing, If this is 
desirable, rather than (have the 
EPA) grant an exemption," she said. 


Also of concern to commission mem- 


bers is an Illinois Senate bill, now 
pending, to exempt unconditionally 
motor racing from noise pollution con- 
trols. The bill has been recommended 
for passage by a Senate committee. 


"If this bill is passed, it could make 


any (EPA) regulation a rather moot 
point," Mrs. Macko said. 


IN SEPTEMBER 1071, one night of 


professional motorcycle racing at Ar- 
lington Park brought numerous com- 
plaints 
from 
residents about 
the 


lights, noise and dust from the event. 


V i l l a g e officials monitored the 


sound from the race, called the Yam- 
aha Gold Cup, at various locations in 
and around the race track. 


The village board ultimately voted 


not to approve special use permits for 


any motorcycle races at Arlington 
Park, and no other races were ever 
proposed. 


Mrs. Macko said Tuesday the pro- 


posed exemption for motor racing was 
unusual because it was initiated by 
the EPA itself, rather than as a 
request to the EPA from the motor 
racing industry.
